PERSONAL ITEMS. 

A pespatcu of Feb. 10, from San Francisco, says : Joln E. 
Brodhead, Chief Clerk in the Quartermaster’s Department of 
the Military Division of the Pacific, has been arrested for 
raising a check from 24.50 to $4,600.50. The check was 
drawn in favor of H. M. Black on bearer, for wagon tools 
furnished the Government, and after passing throngh the 
hands of a firm of brokers was paid at the Sub-Treasury. 
The transaction was discovered by Major Batchelder, depot 
quartermaster, and Brodhead confessed his guilt, attribut- 
ing the act to mining stock speculations. He was held in 
#10,000 bail by a United States Commissioner to-day, and 
sent to jail in default of bail. He also confessed to having 
previously stolen $2,200. 

Caprar C. P. Eagan, of the Subsistence Dept., U. 8. A., 
ix expected to spend a few months’ leave with friends in the 
East. He left Whipple Barracks, Arizona, for that purpose 
a few days ago. 

GENERAL George W. Getty, U. 8. A., whose duties on the 
Heavy Ordnance Board, seem to keep him pretty well on the 
go, left Fort Monroe, Feb. 13, for Washington, in connection 
with those duties. 

Lieut. C. £. Bottsford, 10th U.S. Infantry, returned 
from Fort Wayne, Mich., to Cleveland, O., the early part of 
this week, to remain for a few days on public business, 
after which he will return to bis station, leaving Lieutenant 
C. 8. Burbank, of the same regiment, in charge of the guard 
over the late President’s tomb. 

Gen. and Mrs. Sheridan have returned to Chicago after « 
most pleasant trip to New York and Washington, where every 
one vied in paying them attention and making their visit a 
pleasant one. 

Our correspondent, at Fort Wayne, Mich., writes that the 
General Court-martial sitting there for the trial of Lieut. 
Clark, 10th Infantry, has adjourned, and the members gone 
back to their posts. 

Tue event in Chicago this week was the wedding, Feb. 15, 
of Master Henry McCrea, U. S. N., to Miss Caroline 
Higgins. 

ARKANSAS having paid full honors to Major General Han- 
cock, Mississippi is following suit, its Legislature, February 
11, having adopted a resolution inviting him to visit the 
capitol during the session of that body, and uppointing a 
committee of reception. 

Tue public mind, which has so long been agitated as to 
whether Sergeant Mason would or would not be tried for 
shooting at Guiteau, will now be satisfied, as it will be ob- 
served from our Army orders of this week that the original 
court convened by Gen. Hancock's order of Sept. 21, 1881, is 
to meet at Washington Barracks Feb. 20 for the Sergeant's 
trial. Tbe casualties of service since last September have 
necessitated some changes in the detail, and as now consti- 
tuted the court consists ef eleven members and a judge 
advocate. The personne! ensures a fair field and no favor. 

Gen. Hazen, in regard to a statement that he is using 
every effort to separate the Signal Bureau and Corps from 
the War Department and have it an independent machine, 
is reported as saying: ‘I have never contemplated such a 
thing, but have at all times persistently opposed such a step, 
since such separation would deprive it of the discipline the 
Articles of War give, which alone make it always reliable 
and efticient.” 

Lonpon Truth says: ‘‘I do not quite understand upon 
what principle Prince Leopold has been made a Colonel. 
He is not a soldier, and does not, I presume, intend to be- 
come one. The Prince of Wales has military rank, because 
eventually he will, if he survives the Queen, be the com- 
mander of the army. The Duke of Ediuburgh is a sailor by 
profession, and the Duke of Connaught is a soldier by pro- 
feasion. There may bea valid reason for making Prince 
Leopold a Colonel, but I fail to see it, and it seems to me 
that he might just as well have beep made a Bishop or a 
Queen's Counsel. If he had wished to have some sort of 
military rank at foreign reviews, it would have been more 
reasonable to have made him a Deputy-Lieutenant of the 
county in which he resides, for this would have given him an 
equivalent rank to that of a Colonel, without rendering this 
title a mere ornamental appeudage.”

Roder and Lieut. Springett from Fort Adams, Capt. Weir 
and Lieut. Reilly from Fort Hamilton, Lieut. Fish from Fort 
Trumbull, Lieut. Brown from Fort Columbus. 

Last week we referred to the visit of Maj.-Gen. Hancock 
to Little Rock Barracks, and of the reception tendered him 
at the residence of Maj. John D. Adams, of Little Rock. Of 
this reception the Little Rock Gazelfe of February 8 says : 
The reception was informal, but from the interest and at- 
tendance it would have occurred to a stranger that days had 
been spent in the arrangement. Nearly every prominent 
man in the city was present. Ministers, lawyers, doctors— 
nearly all old soldiers—Northern and Southern—gathered 
with one impulse. Gay’s band arrived and played national 
airs. Old battles were fought again, and an engagement 
that once required the struggle of hours was settled with a 
smile and a nod. Gen. Newton then delivered the following 
appropriate remarks : ‘‘ Maj. Adams and Gentlemen : I pro- 
pose the health of Gen. Winfield Scott Hancock, whose emi- 
nent virtues as a citizen render his visit to us peculiarly 
pleasant, and whose fame as a soldier is inseparably con- 
nected with the history of our common country.” General 
Hancock responding referred to the object of his visit, to 
inspect the barracks, the cordiality of his reception, and to 
the fact of his having some claim to belong to Arkansas. 
He said: “I first came to this State thirty-eight years ago, 
although I may not like to acknowledge it, at which time I 
crossed the Ozark Mountains to attend the wedding of Gen. 
Abe Buford, who, I see by the morning paper, has joined 
the church and retired from the turf. I crossed the mountain 
with Abe, and, by the way, he wrote to me telling me that 
he was the cause of my nomination at Cincinnati, Again, 
gentlemen, let me assure you of my pleasure at meeting you, 
and let me express a hope that we may all meet again.” 
After the reception the General spent the remainder of the 
day in walking around the city, and, with Col. Zeb Ward, 
visiting the snag boat and other Government institutions. 
He left on the 2 a. m. train for Memphis, from which city he 
will go to Mississippi to visit his son. His visit here will long 
be remembered as an event in the history of Little Rock. 

Compr. Frederick Rodgers, U. 8. N., and bride, to whose 
marrisge at Carson, Nev,, we referred last week, are expect- 
ed East shortly from San Francisco. The bride, Miss Fall, 
is a sister of Mrs. Gov. Kinkead, of Nevada. 

Mr. B. B. Hotchkiss, recently made, as we noted last 
week, a Knight of the French Legion of Honor, has lately 
been the recipient of a similar honor from the King of Den- 
mark, being made a Knight of Dannebrog. 

Tue marriage of Miss Jessie Wallen, daughter of General 
H. D. Wallen, U.S. A., to Mr. Kirtland, is announced to take 
place in New York shortly after the termination of the Lenten 
season. 

In addition to the resignations of artillery ofticers—Lieuts. 
Howard and Postley—to which we referred last week, is now 
to be added that of Lieut. J. P. Jefferson, 5th U.S. Art., a 
son of ‘Joe Jefferson.” Lieut. Jefferson was very popular 
in his regiment and in the Army at large. 

At the age of 92 bas died in England a veteran of the 
Peninsula and Waterloo campaigns, Col. James O. Lindam, 
who got bis first commission 72 years ago. At Waterloo he 
was wounded early in the day, and had to be taken from the 
field. For a long time his recovery was despaired of, and im 
the belief that he would surely die he sold his commission, 
thus closing, in 1817, his military career, and yet living for 
65 more years. 

Mr. Cuartes CatiacHas, of Brooklyn, a soldier of the 
war of 1812, died this week, aged 88. 

ANoTHER artillery officer has resigned this week, to take 
effect Sept. 1 next, Lieut. Francis P. Blair, 3d U. 8. Artil- 
lery. Lieut. Blair will remain on leave until the date of his 
resignation. 

SurGEoN John Campbell, Gen. Hunt’s medical director, 
left Newport Barracks early this week for the East, on a two 
weeks’ leave. 

Carr. G. 8. L. Ward, Aide-~de-Camp to Gen. Hancock, was 
in Albany the latter part of this week, examining into the 
condition, etc., of the military prisoners confined in the 
Albany Penitentiary. 

Wuew Lieut.-Commander Gorringe, U. 8. N., was exca-

Tux Indianapolis Sentinel of February 9 says of the De- 
partment of Military Science and Tactics in the Asbury 
University under charge of Lieut. W. R. Hamilton, 5th U. 8. 
Artillery : The organization of this departmen: has proved 
a valuable auxiliary in enlarging the usefulaess and popu- 
larity of the University. Lieut. Hamilton was ordered here 
by the Government in October, 1879. Oa reachirg the Uni 
versity he found eighty cadets, vith no place to drill in and 
everything out of order. He soon created an enthusiasm 
among the boys, and commenced at once to put things in 
shape, depending entirely on outside help for means. The 
battalion now numbers 180 cadets, and they have a fine drill 
room in the basement story of the West College building. 
Under the instruction of Lieut. Hamilton the cadets have 
greatly improved, and this department is now recognized as 
the chief contributor to the discipline of the University. 
Lieut. Hamilton delivers a lecture once a month on some 
practical military subject, such as the making out of the 
company papers, muster rolls, care of public property. He 
is the son of Maj.-Gen. Charles 8. Hamilton, who graduated 
in the class with Gen. Grant in 1843. His services have been 
#0 acceptable to the University that the honorary degree of 
Master of Science was conferred upon him by the trustees in 
1881. Last August he was made a member of Governor 
Porter's staff, with the rank of lieutenant-colonel and chief 
of artillery of the State of Indiana. 

A weTrer from Rome, Italy, dated January 27, says that 
during Gen. Schofield’s visit to that city he has received all 
sorts of flattering attentions from almost every important 
person in the city. A few days after his arrival the Cardinal 
Secretary of State sent him an invitation. The General 
promptly visited his Eminence, and was received by him with 
every mark of sympathy and respect. On Christmas Day the 
Pope gave with his own hands the communion to Mrs. Scho- 
field, Mr. Richard Schofield, and Miss Mary Schofield. After 
mass his Holiness particularly inquired after the General, 
whom he said he would be delighted to meet. Having heard 
of the Pope's desire, Gen. Schofield accompanied his wife 
and children to the second private audience which they re- 
ceived at the Vatican. He was in full uniform, and attended 
by his aide-de-camp, also in full uniform. When the Gene- 
ral entered the Vatican military honors were rendered him by 
the Swiss Guard at the Papal staircase, by the same guard in 
the ante-chamber, and by the Noble Guard at the entrance 
to the Pope's apartment. Gen. Schofield was received by the 
maestro di camera, and ushered into the Pope's presence. 
His Holiness blessed Mrs. Schofield aud the children, and 
then remarked to the General, “I am only shaking hands 
with you, General,” meaning that as the General was a Pro- 
testant he got no blessing. Leo XIII. then shook hands 
with the aide-de-camp. The Pope was delighted to hear 
Gen. Schofield talk about the American Army, and his own 
campaigns in the civil war. He particularly inquired after 
Gen. Grant. Having heard from Gen. Schofield that one of 
his children, the eldest, was in business in San Francisco, the 
Pope remarked: ‘‘ When you go back to America, General, 
tell your boy that Leo XIII. sends him bis blessing, and 
wishes him success in his business.” The General was visibly 
affected. Before the party left the room the Pope gave a 
souvenir to the General's children, and accompanied the 
Geueral himself to the door. The exceedingly kind reception 
of Gen. Schofield by his Holiness is much commented on 
here as showing Leo XIII.’s admiration for the great repub- 
lic and her great citizens.

| RECENT DEATHS. 
CAPTAIN JOSEPH K. HYER, U. 8. A. 

Capt. Joseph K. Hyer, U. 8. Army, on the retired list, died 
on Sunday, Feb. 12, at the Carrollton Hotel, Baltimore, of 
heart disease. The deceased officer was only 37 years old, 
and had spent the past few years in Baltimore and its vicin- 
ity, hoping to gain relief from his dissase, but without avail. 
Capt. Hyer was a native of Wisconsin, entered the Military 
Academy in 1861, was graduated June 23, 1865, and pro- 
moted 2d lieutenant and Ist lieutenant (same day) of the 
18th U. S. Infantry. Ee served thereafter in the West and 
South for some years, was promoted captain May 4, 1874, 
and finally, owing to continued sickness, was placed on the 
retired list March 20, 1879, for disability resulting from dis 
ease contracted in the line of duty. He leaves a widow, the 
only daughter of Surgeon W. J. Sloan, U. 8. Army, but no 
children. His death was quiet and peaceable, and he leaves 
behind him a host of mourning friends in and out of the 
Army. 

CADET MIDSHIPMAN CHARLES CABANISS. 

We receive the following concerning the melancholy acci 
dent to Cadet Midshipman Charles Cabaniss, a brief 
announcement of which was sent to the daily papers 

Yoxouama, JAPAN, Jan. 20, 1882. 
To the Editor of the Army and, Navy Journal : 


Sin: By a telegram from the U. 8. 8. Swatara, dated at 
Kobe, Japan, Jan. 19, intelligence is received of the death 
of Cadet Midshipman Charles Cabaniss. It appears he was 
shot and almost iustantly killed by a ball from a Hotchkiss 
rifle, tired accidentally by a sailor lately enlisted. 

The writer enjoyed an intimate acquaintance with the 
deceased, and the recollection at this moment of the many 
good qualities he possessed prompts him to pay a slight 
tribute to his memory. 

Devotedly attached to his profession, for which he had 
great aptitude, Midshipman Cabaniss, by his strict attention 
to duty and discipline, commanded tae respect of his superior 
officers: and his kind and generous disposition greatly 
endeared him to his messmates, and made him a favorite 
with the men over whom he had command. The writer dix- 
tlnctly remembers a conversation held with him a few weeks 
ago in which the deceased feelingly alluded to the near 
approach of the time for his examimation for promotion, and 
for a meeting with the loved ones at home. How great a 
shock the intelligence of this mail brings to his home circle 
can only be imagined by those who know what a son and 
brother he must have been ; but let it be a consolation to his 
relatives to know that the life he led was exceptionally 
honest and upright. 

The same information is given in a letter from Rear-Adml 
J. M. B. Clitz. The admiral had directed that the remains 
of Mr. Cabaniss be embalmed, and that he be buried at 


Kobe. He had not received the full particulars. 


CAPTAIN 8S. P. FERRIS, U. 8, A. 


The funeral of Capt. 8S. P. Ferris, 4th U. 8S. Iufantry, 
whose services we recounted last week, took place at Fort 
D. A. Russell February 8, and was an impressive cere- 
mony. A quartette consisting of Mrs. Major Sniffen, Mrs. 
Lieut. Simpson, and Messrs. Ross and Porter sang the 
chant. The quartette sang ‘‘ Jesus, Lover of My Soul,” 
which was followed by prayer, and again by the quartette, 
“Rock of Ages,” followed by the full Episcopal burial ser- 
vices, solemn and impressive, conducted by the Rey. C. H. 
Seymour, rector of St. Mark’s. The remains were then 
taken from the fort to the railroad depot. First in the line 
came the 3d Cavalry band, followed by Co. I, 4th Infantry, 
the company of the deceased, preceding the remains as an 
escort of honor under the command of Ist Lieut.

He was genial among his associates 
and cousiderate of thove over whom he had command 
Socially he was ‘a hale fellow well met,’ and counted his 
friends throughout tbe entire Army as well as among the 
various communities in which he was stationed during his 
term of service. In Cheyenne especially Major Ferris was 
thoroughly known and respected, and his death, in the prim« 
of life, strikes keenly in the breasts of a wide circle of 
friends. His well-known form was generally to be seen in 
the city, when his duties did not require his presence at Fort 
Russell, for he was sociable to the highest degree and was 
always warmly welcomed by friends. He will be greatly 
missed, both in the Army and in tnis community.”

A native of Connecticut, 
he was appointed a Cadet at the Military Acidemy Sept. %

was first commissioned 2d Lieutenant 8th Infantry, Juse 24, 
1861; en moted toa 1st Lieutenant in the same regiment 
Feb. 19, 1862; Coloncl 28th Connecticut Volunt ers, Nov. 15, 
1862, and commanded a brigade in the 19th Army Corps in 
the expedition to Port Hudson, and duriog the siege of that 
place in the year 1863; promoted Brevet Captain June 14, 
1863, for gallant and meritorious services in the campaign 
ageinst Port Hudson, La; mustered out of the Volunteer 
Service Aug. 28, 1863, and rejoined his regiment, the 8th 
Infantry, with which he served with distinction in garrison 
and in the field to the close of the war. On the 28th Octo- 
ber, 1864, Lieut Ferris was brevetted Major for gailant and 
meritorious services at the battle of Hutcher'’s Run, Va. He 
Was conuuissioned Captain in the 30th Infantry, July 28, 1¢66, 
and transferred to the 4th Infantry, March 23. 1869. 

His field service in this regiment ‘pas been: Big Horn Ex- 
pedition under General Crook, March, 1876; commanded 
battalion 5th Cavalry against the Cheyenne “Indians fron 
Jan. 19, 1879, to Feb. 28, 1879; commanded battalion 4th 
Iuf. under Gen. Merritt in the Ute expedition October, 1879. 
One b y one those brave men who fought for the life ‘of the 
Nation are passing away, and daily the roll of honor is grow- 
ing shorter. Vbrough a long career Captain and Brevet 
Major Ferris was true to his duty; in the fields of the South 
and upon the plains of the West. Whenever he was called 
upon to meet the enewy he displayed some of the best 

-haracteristics of the American soldier. His kindly, genial 
nature won for him hosts of friends who will ehetish his 
memory long after his body bas gone to dust. 

As a token of respect to the deceased, the officers of the 
regiment will wear the usual badge of mourning for the 
period of thicty days.

It 
says: ‘Our conversation with Capt. Beunett brought out 
mapy facts relative to the commandery an‘! Indians on_ the 
Sixeeton reservation.” To the qnestion, ** How many Indians 
are there on the reservation?” Captain Bennett replied: 
‘Fifteen bundred. The chief's name is Eabiebenbilie. Just 
say a good word for the vld chief: he deserves it if any In- 
dian everdid. He has always been a good man. At the 
time of the New Ulm massacre the State of Minnesota made 
a call for soldiers to go south and others to defend the State 
against Indians, This old chief was the first to join in with 
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the soldiers and prevent further loss of life from Indian raids 
into settlements. He has never gone back on his word, and 
js doing much to bring his people ont of their savage state,” 
To the query, ‘* Have you good quarters ?” he replied : ** Yes ; 
splendid. Our buildings are ail good. There are several 
stone buildings, but the majority are of brick.” Upon the 


question of mail and railroad facilities Captain Bennett said : 
*Our mail facilities are bad. It comes irregularly, and at 
best but three times a week. We are going to use our tele- 
phone wire for telegraphic purposes. Our instruments are 
here ready to be putin. I doubt if we will ever get a rail- 
road here. Webster will be our nearest railroad point for 
many years to come.’

Department of the Missouri.—Three soldiers of the garri- 
son at Fort Leavenworth being suspected of dishonest prac 
tices in the city of Leavenworth were recently arrested. They 
swore that one Brady of the 7th Cavalry was the guilty per- 
son, and a warrant was issued for his arrest. Of this pait of 
the affair the Leavenworth Jimes says: Lieutenant G. D. 
Wallace, 7th Cavalry (Troop G), cheerfully gave Brady over 
into the hands of the civil authorities, with the request that 
as soon as the Leavenworth anthorities got through with the 
prisoners they be handed over to the military authorities, by 
whom they will also be punished. Brady was brought to the

But ‘the best laid schemes o’ 
mice and men gang aft aglee,” especially when the latter 
have an inexorable quartermaster’s department to deal with 
which will only give so much and no more, and thatis what's 
the matter with us. Capt. E. A. Bancroft, who left us Jan.

GEN. POPE'S OPINION OF COURTS-MARTIAL, 


Last week we published the result of the recent trial of 
Lieut.-Col. John E. Yard, 24th U. 8. Infantry, and adverted 
in brief to the * reprimand” by Gen. Pope ia pursuance of 
the sentence of the court. Gen. Pope says: 

‘‘The department commander feels called upon to publish 
the main features of this case as a valuable illustration of 
that unwise conservatism which too frequently characterizes 
the action of Courts-martial in cases arising under the 38th 
Article of the Articles of War, a fact especially true of courte 
instituted for the trial of officers of high rank. In this case 
many witnesses of high intelligence and of undoubted vera- 
city were called before the court ; those for the prosecation 
testifying. unreservedly, that the accused was drunk, while 
those for the defeuce—saviug the admission that the accused 
was a drinking man—testified, with few exceptions, that he was 
‘entirely sober.’ To explain this difference iu the, no doubt, 
honestly entertained views of the witnesses, the prosecution 
set up the theory of chronic alcoholism, and urged 
upom the attention of the court, the well known 
fact going therewith, that persons suffering from 
this disease are not so apt to exhibit the ordinary 
outward or physical symptoms of intoxication as 
those not in the constant habit of drinking. ‘The physi- 
cian who, for many months of the time embraced in 
the specifications, was on duty at the post commanded by 
the accused, and who occasionally attended upon him pro- 
fessionally, testified that he wis suffering from chronic alco- 
holism, and this testimc ny going with the general tenor of 
all the evidence touching upon the habits of the accused, 
tended so strongly to establish its substantial truth, that the 
Court must heve felt called upon to consider, not alone 
whether the accused was drunk, but drunk in that pitiable 
sense, and under circumstances which leave permanent im- 
pairment of both mental and physical stamina. It is quite 
true that the accused was not arraigned upon a charge of 
chronic alcobelism, but its close relevancy to the facts at 
issue cannot be questioned. Having become a salient feature 
in the case, the Court was bound seriously to consider 
whether it was not the true explanation of the strange fact 
that, while those witnesses for the prosscution who by lon 
and intim ite association with the accused, had become a 
liar with his manner and moods, considered him * very 
drunk,” those for the defence, who saw him but casually, 
regarded him as ‘entirely sober.” Bat the Court was not 
left to a mere thevretical deduction to determine the true 
condition of the accused. Making due allowance for the bias 
manifested by some of the witnesses for the prosecution, the 
evidence establishes beyond doubt that, on repeated occa- 
sions, the accused exhibited all the symptoms common to 
drunken men. save only complete mental imbecility and 
physical helplessness. 

** While the Department Commander recognizes the fact 
that the Court had a delicate and difficult task to perform, 
he is, nevertheless, utterly unable to account for its findings, 
unless the explanation be found in the fact, conceded 
throughout these proceedings, that, while the accused was 
always more or less under the influence of alcohol, he never 
quite reached the gutter. Certsin itis that a like mistaken 
interpretation of the 38th Article too frequently prevails with 
Court-martials (as it is believed it did in this instance), and 
to that extent lessens their usefulness as a means for purg- 
ing the Army of material that so greatly impairs its efficiency 
and detracts from its moral status, It is this trifling with 
the true import and dignity of the law, and the highest in- 
terests of the service. which the Departmeaot Commander 
seeks here emphatically te reprobate and condemn, The 
findings under the 4th, 8th and 9th specifications to the Ist 
charge are, therefore, disapproved. The other findings are 
approved. 

‘With regard to the sentence, the Department Commander 
deems it a sufficient reprimand to say that he believes the 
language Lieutenant-Colonel John E. Yard, 24th Iofantry, is 
convicted of using could not have been used by him in sober 
moments. 

‘* Lieutenant-Colonel John E. Yard, 24th Infantry, will be 
released from arrest, and, on the expiration of his present 
leave of absence, wil! report for duty at the Headquarters of 
his regiment.”

GENERAL POPE AT FORT BLISS. 


Tue Zl Paso Link, of Feb, 2, gives an intere-ting account 
of General Pope, at Fort Bliss, Texas. It says: Yesterday a 
special car on the Santa Fe road brought iu General Joho 
Pope and some members of his staff to Fort Bliss. General 
McKenzie accompanied and was one of the distinguished 
visitors. A special train carried many of our prominent citi 
zens to the fort. There the gallant Major Fletcher met 
them and conducted them before the old heroes of this fron- 
tier, Mayor Magoffin expressed to the general the hearty 
welcome that our citizens extended and offered their dili- 
gent co-operation in anything that might be of service to 
him in this vicinity. lo response General Pope thanked 
those present in a formal manner, and then proceeded to re 
Jate many interesting incidents of his last stay in this neigh- 
borhood. A committee of citizens, appointed by the Mayor, 
to welcome General Pope to the city of El Paso, adopted a 
series of resolutions expressive of their pleasure at General 
Pope’s visit, and their belief that the vicinity of El Paso was 
the proper place for the large supply post, connected with 
the establishment of which General Pope had come. In the 
afternoon the committee received Gencral Pope, General Mc- 
Kenzie, Major yo and our own brave little Major 
Fletcher. Mayor Magoftin and Mr. Dougher escorted the 
disti ished visitors to the parlers, where other members of 
the committee awaited their arrival. Mr. Tays, their chair- 
man, explained to the visitora the deep interest now felt in 
El Paso in the selection of a location for the supply post of 
the frontier. 

Mr. Hart then read the resolutions, and placed them in 
the general's hands, and elicited a warm and encouraging 
promise from him to consider our facilities, and make due 
effort to locate iu our vicinity the great military post of the 
frontier.

CONDITION OF THE NAVY. 


Extovtive Doc. 30, Part 2, H. R., publishes the two 
reports of the minority of the Advisory Committee, 
with the following letter of transmittal : 


Navy Department, Wasuineron, Feb. 1, 1882. 
Hon, J. W. Keifer, Speaker of the House of Representatives : 


Sir: I have the honor to transmit to the House of 
Fe resentatives, in compliance with a resolution passed 
by it on the 17th ultimo, the views of the minority of 
the Commission or Advisory Board which was organ- 
ized to consider the condition of the Navy, etc., as con- 
tained in “the original and modified report of the 
minority, and the correspondence which led to the 
modifications.” The other information called for in the 
resolution shall be furnished as early as practicable. I

The modified report of the minority was the one 
which appeared in the Army anp Navy Jovurnat of 
Feb. 4. The letter transmitting it was the one incor- 
rectly headed Supplementary Report, as this heading 
should have been put at the top so as to include the 
two documents published, which were sent in response 
to the Secretary’s letter of Nov. 18, i881, to 
which we referred at the time. Nearly one-half of the 
orginal report of the minority has appeared in the 
modified report, which we have already given to our 
readers. We add here the fuller discussion of their 
opinions contained in the original report, striking out 
what we nave already published, inserting asterisks to 
nark the portions already published and omitted here. 


THE MINORITY’S OPINION OF IRON OLADS. 
Wasatnatron, D. C., November 7, 1881. 


Sir: Conformably with your order of the 29th of 
June, 1881, we have carefully considered the subjects 
therein submitted, in connection with the other mem- 
bers of the board; but being unable in several impor- 
tant purticulars to coincide with the opinions and views 
of the line or sea officers composing the majority, and 
our differences being on professional points, we are 
compelled to give our conclusions, and the reasons 
therefor, in a separate report. 

Your order, above referred to, requires us to make “a 
practical and plain statement of the pressing need of ap- 
propriate vessels in the service at the present time,” and 
to recommend such as Congress would be most likely to 
approve. These limitations, and the shortness of the 
time intervening between the date of the order and the 
10th of November following, on which the report at 
the latest, must be in your hands, warrant the conclu- 
sion that no complete scheme for a modern navy on the 
great scale, including armored as well as unarmored 
vessels, rams, etc., of different types adapted for service 
at home and abroad, and of dimensions and with ap- 
pointments superior to those of the large European na- 
vies, is either desired or would be cousidered useful at 
present. We have, consequently, confined our recom- 
mendations to the few classes of unarmored cruising 
vessels, the necessity and utility of which for immediate 
service is indisputable. In fact, so pressing is their need 
that their construction is imperative if we are to main- 
tain even the semblance of a navy; and the vessels we 
recommend are. in our opinion, the appropriate ones to 
meet the present emergency. 

In making this statement we do not wish to be un- 
derstood that an efficient navy can be composed of un- 
armored vessels. On the contrary, we are of opinion 
that such vessels cannot be properly considered as fizht- 
ing machines, although they carry a respectable arma- 
ment. They can only be subsidiary and for special 
service, having their principal use during peace with 
the great naval powers, but effective for many purposes 
on foreign stations, and in our diplomacy with barbarous 
and half-civilized nations. They enable a n2val organ- 
ization to be maintained by serving as training vessels 
for crews and officers during peace, and during war 
would find their chief but very important utility as dis- 
patch vessels and commerce destroyers. Also, as the 
great maritime powers have, and always will have, 
many unarmored cruising vessels in their navies, the 
vessels we propose could successfully encounter them in 
war. But their war capability would be limited to such 
encounters only, and they would be compelled to fly the 
presence of all foreign iron-clads, even of those of the 
least dimensions and thinnest armor. 

We wish to express emphatically the opinion that a 
modern navy must consist essentially of powerful iron- 
clads, formidable in thickness of armor, magnitude of 
guns, speed, and endurance; to be without sails, and 
designed solely for attack and defence as fighting ma- 
chines. All other types of naval vessels, excepting 
rams, must be considered as merely auxiliary, useful in 
combination with iron clads, but of no value against 
them. Without such iron-clads there can be no navy 
worthy of the name. 

Should the department hereafter desire plans of iron- 
clad_ vessels, rams, etc., they should be projected by 
carefully selected persoas, whose professions have 
caused them to make this subject a practical study, and 
they will have to be designed exclusively with reference 
to our coast and harbors; the ironclads of Europe, de 

signed for entirely different conditions, cannot be prop- 
erly followed by us. The cost of such vessels will be 
very great; they will have no other use in peace than 
showing our preparation for war, and before the con- 
struction of any such is commenced, every detail! should 
be exhaustively discussed. As the rapid progress of 
invention and the industrial arts is continually changing 
material and methods of construction, thereby forcing 
a corresponding change in attack and defence, there 
can be no propriety in recommending, at the present, 
the kinds of these vess2ls that should be built in possi- 
bly a remote future. 

The constant tendency in the construction of iron- 








clads is to approximate them more and more to ma- 


chines, and to depart farther and farther from ships of 
the unarmored type. 

In this connection it may be stated that our Navy 
already contains a considerable number of small turreted 
ironclads, which, although inefficient against the Eu- 
ropean ironclads that could be sent against them, might 
be used against any foreign unarmored vessel attempt- 
ing to penctrate the interior by our shoal rivers. * * * 

We are of the opinion that in unarmored cruisers 
speed is of such consequence that the greatest practica- 
ble sacrifice of other qualities should be made to it; 
and next only to that in importance is their steaming 
endurance at maximum specd, or coal carrying capa- 
city. On these two depends essentially the value of the 
vessel, and to increase them it will be found judicious 
to decreuse the sail power, the armament, and the crew 
to the lowest practicable limits. To obtain this speed, 
not only a large vessel but a so-cailed sharp one is re- 
quired, and this sharpness, in addition to the great space 
occupied by the powerful engines and boilers needed, 
and by the excessive quantity of coal to be carried, ne 
cessarily reduced the internal capacity of the vessel re- 
maining for other purposes in a greater degree than in 
the case Of vessels of less speed and endurance. Hence 
itis unavoidable that the sail power, armament, and 
crew must be proportionally less than in such vessels. 
The crew of a vessel in our Navy is, by existing regu- 
lations, determined by the number of men necessary 
for the service of the guns now in use; but with the 
substitution of breech loaders, and the introduction of 
mechanical facilities, we assume this number can be 
reduced. It is evident that with greater speed and the 
adoption of more efficient guns, the complement of men 
should be lessened with the result of increasing the 
endurance of the vessels, for on that complement de- 
pends the provisions, water and berthing room required. 

{Here the minority gave what appeared in their sec- 
ond report in regard to the impossibility of comparing 
our vessels with foreign, saying, in concluding|: There 
is no more propriety in copying their classes of vessels 
for our Navy than of importing their political systems. 
Our vessels must be adapted to our conditions solely, 
and servile imitation can have no part in their desiga. 

For all the vessels we propose, except the gunboats, 
we recommend iron as the waterial for the hulls; and 
we do this after a careful comparison of its merits re 
latively to steel. ‘The sole reason for the use of the lat- 
ter is its greater tensile strength whereby a somewhat 
lighter hull can be made. ‘ 

{Here follows what appeared on this subject in the 
second report. | 

For the hulls of the gunboat class of vessels we pro- 
pose wood, because a large quantity of that material is 
on hand in our navy-yards, and because these vessels, 
being required at once, can be more rapidly and cheaply 
constructed of wood than of iron. Future vessels of 
this class can be made composite or wholly of iron. 

In conformity with the foregoing principles and re- 
quirements, confirmed by an extensive professional 
experience of many years, we have carefully prepared 
plans of the four classes of vessels whose construction, 
in cur opinion, is pressingly needed. In designing them 
we have considered both the immediate wants of the 
Navy and the future usefulness of the vessels. 
inay so vary the conditions that other classes may be 
found necessary in a few years, but we believe those 
we now recommend will always be useful. 

Before proceeding to a description of these 
we will state in regard to the machinery, in order to 
avoid repetition, that all of them have horizontal, back 
action, compound engines, with steam jacketed cylin- 
ders, independent cut off valve on each cylinder, sur- 
face condensation, independent rotary circulating pump 
and separately forged interchangeable crank shafts 
for each cylinder. The boilers are cylivdrical, with 
cylindrical furnaves, over which the tubes are arranged; 
the working steam pressure is 40 pounds per square 
nch above the atmosphere. In the larger types of ves- 
sels the boilers have telescopic chimneys; in the gunboat 
class the chimney is hinged and capable of being low- 
ered horizontally. The screws are all four bladed and 
fixed, that is, they cannot be lifted out of water when 
the vessel is under sail alone. In pursuance of the con- 
dition that each of our vessels should be the most for- 
midable possible of its type, we present the desiga 
shown in the drawings of a spar deck 
or frigate built ship, which will be a steady ship 
with superior nautical qualities, and will have a meau 
speed of 15 knots per hour at sea, with maximum power 
maintainable as long as the fuel lasts. This vessel, in 
smooth water, will have a maximum speed of 164 knots 
per hour. The weight of coal carried in the bunkers 
will be 950 tons, irrespective of any additional quantity 
that may be carried in bags on leaving port. This ves- 
sel is suitable for the flagship of a fleet, by reason of its 
size, speed, and the proper accommodation it affords for 
an admiral and his staff; the additional personnel to 
be provided for being 34 in nu uber. This vessel, we 
believe, combines the requisite Qualities obtainable for 
the size on the draught water to which it is limited 
by our harbors; and we have added a top gailant fore- 
castle deck for sheltering the watch. * * 
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The boilers arrangeG in two groups of eight each, 


independent of each other, each group having a separate 
chimney. * * 

The programnie of the small spar-deck vessel fur- 
nished by us at the direction of the majority of the 
Board, aud in accordance with their requirements, will, 
if properly executed, realize their object. Foreign 
navies have numbers of such vessels, aud the construc 
tion of similar ones for our Navy would only place us 
on aline with them; a position inferior certainly to that 
which we ought to occupy. In accordance with the 
principles governing usin the design of the large spar- 
deck ship, we consider that the next class of vessels, 
which we shal] distinguish us first class sloops of war, 
sLould lecf the largest dimensions proper for their 
type. We have, therefore, designed them with a single 





deck, and a top gallant forecastle deck extending to the 
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foremast, for the protection of the crew, but without a bors and rivers, so little is known of the qualities and It worked, as far as we could judge, with efficiency. 


poop-cabin. Of this type of vessel we consider our 
una mored fleet should be mainly composed. <A poop- 
cabin would increase the comfort of the commanding 
officer, but at the expense of that of all the other offi- 
cers, whose quarters would consequently be removed 
farther aft, where the space is less and the motion of 
the vessel greater. 1t would prevent mounting a pivot- 
gun at the stern; and it would impede the speed of the 
vessel, a very slight reduction of which, when the speed 
is high, involves a large expenditure of coal to regain. * 
* The twelve boilers are arranged 





lin two groups of six 
each. These groups are independent, and each has its 
own telescopic chimney. 

The first class sloops of war will have a mean speed 
at seaof 14 knots per hour, with maximum power, as 
long as the fuel lasts. In smooth water the speed will 
be 15 knots. The weight of coal carried in the bunkers 
is 790 tons. 

The second class sloops of war have been designed for 
use in shoal water, which necessarily precludes them 
from being large and fast vessels for sea-going purposes 
as cruisers. ‘hey are similar in general features to the 
first class sloops, but of the reduced dimensions imposed 
by the depth of water at most our harbors. They 
have top-gallant forecastle decks for the protection of 
the crew, but, for the reasons before given, are without 
poop-cabins. 

The second class sloops of war will have a mean speed 
at sea of 13 knots per hour, with maximum power as 
long as the fuel lasts. In smooth water the speed will 
be 13} knots per hour. The weight of coal carried in 
the bunkers is 564 tons. * 

The boilers are arranged in a single 
one telescopic chimney. 

The long vessels we have designed of the three pre- 
ceding classes are, necessarily, difficult to manceuvre 
under sail alone, and for this there is no remedy, 
though it can in a degree be yvercome by superior 
nautical skill. They have, however, great steam power 
in addition to their sails, so that in battle, and in all 
difficult and dangerous circumstances they can be 
manceuvred with promptness and certainty by the ma- 
chinery. Hence the length, which would be highly 
objectionable in pure! vessels, is comparatively 
unimportant in these ywered steamers.

ynstruction for sea cruis- 
ers of apy smaller vessels than our proposed second- 
class sloops of war. There is no necessity now, nor 
will there be for a number of years to come, as far as 
we can discover, for others of less dimensions and speed. 
Our Navy has at present about twenty vessels answer- 
ing generally to this description, and when they have 
disappeared they can be replaced, should the conditions 
at that time so require, by superior ones which can per- 
form the same service 

The half turrets, the recessed ports, and the arrange 
ment of the rigging have been adopted in the foregoing 
vessels in conformity with the opinion of the entire 
Board. 

The gunboats for the special service, hereinbefore 
stated, will have a mean speed at sea of 10 knots per 
hour with maximum power as long as the fuel lasts. In 
smooth water tle speed will be 11 knots per hour. The 
weight of coal carried in the bunkers is 160 tons. This 


vessel is proposed to have a topgallant forecastle deck 
extending to the foremast, but no poop cabin. * * 


The boilers constitute on up, and have hinged 
chimney. 

The armaments of the foregoing vessels for which 
we have estimated the respective weights, are as 
follows : 

Spar deck ship.—Four guns, B. L. R. of eight inches, 
weighing about 11 tons each, and twenty B. L. R. of 6 
inches, weighing about 3 to 6 tons each. 

Single deck, ji st-class sloop of war.

Single deck second-class sloop of 
6 inches. 

Gunboat.—One 6 inch pivot gun and two 30 pounders. 

In relation to the above armament, the gross weight 
we have previously given can be distributed in guns of 
different number and calibré 

As regards the number of days steaming at sea with 
maximum power for which coal is carried in the 
bunkers, and the distance made; also, the number of 
days steaming at two-thirds of the maximum sea speed, 
which is about the average in cruising, and the distance 
made at that speed, the following will be the perform- 
ance of the different classes of 

For the spar-deck ship. —-Six days’ maximum steam- 
ing, at 15 knots per hour, equal to 2,160 knots; or 
twenty days’ steamivg at 10 knots per hour, equal to 
4,800 knots 

For the single-deck first-class slap of war.—Seven 
and two-thirds days’ maximum steaming, at 14 knots 
per hour, equal to 2,576 knots; or twenty-five and 
seven-eighths days’ steaming at 94 knots per hour, equal 
to 5,796 knots. 

For the single-dech second-clars slo Eight 
anda half days’ maximum steaming, at 13 knots per 
hour, equal to 2,652 knots; or twenty days’ steaming at 
8 2-8 knots per hour, equal to 6,240 knots. ; 

For the gunboat.—Nine and a half days’ maximum 
steaming, at 10 knots per hour, equal to 2,280 knots; 
or twenty-seven and a half days’ steaming at 7 knots 
per hour, equal to 4,629 knots. ieee 

All these vessels, except the gunboat, are ship rigged. 
The gunboat has three masts, with square sails on the 
foremast only. 

The differences between the recommendations in this 
report and in that of the majority of the Board consist 
in their substitution of a second-class spar-deck sbip for 
a first-class sloop of war, wholly rejecting the latter; in 
their placing a poop cabin on the second-class sloop of 
war and on the gunbont; in their substitution ot steel 
for iron as the material of the hull of the spar-deck ships 
and sloops of war; in their greater weight of armament; 
and in the immediate constructions of rams.

-Twelve guns of 
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requirements of such vessels that no specific recommen- 
dation can be made. Very small torpedo boats armed 
with simply the spar torpedo, and of service in only 
smooth water, can be constructed rapidly at any time. 
What is needed for them is that their torpedo system, 
independently of the vessel, be perfected. The con- 
struction of the hulls and motive machinery, when such 
vessels are needed, would be a simple matter quickly 
accomplished ; the hull probably of wood and as light 
as possible. 
But if a larger and stronger class of vessels are re- 

| quired for the torpedo service, carrying in addition to a 
| System of submarine torpedoes a heavy gun trained by 
means of a steering screw propeller, then the most 
| Sppropriate combination of the kind we know is of the 
character of the United States torpedo boat Adarm. 
{Such a vessel, built of iron, could make short excursions 
at sea and should be about 125 feet long, 26 feet beam, 
and 9 feet draught of water, with a probable cost, com- 
plete for service, of $145,000. This vessel could have 
a speed of 13 kuots per hour. 
[Having precedingly given their reasons in extenso 
for their recommendations, and the dimensions of the 
proposed vessels and their machinery in full, the minority 
condense their opinions in a series of answers seriatim 
to the questions asked the Board. The minority next 
answer the specific questions asked the Board, what 
they say being a recapitulation of what we have pub- 
lished. The description of the dimensions, etc., of the 
four types of vessels proposed we omit for the present. | 





REPORT ON ERICSSON’S DESTROYER. 

Fo.Low1n@ is the report of the trial of Ericsson’s tor- 
pedo boat Destroyer by the officers of the Ordnance 
3ureau, under direction of Commodore Sicard. The 
report, with accompanying papers, was sent to the 
Senate Naval Committee on Tuesday, Feb. 14, in ac- 
cordance with their request. The Board appear to have 
been laboring under the misapprehension that the 
Destroyer was fully equipped, whereas the submarine 
gun alone was ready for trial. Some of the questions 
submitted to them were left unanswered, for want of 
information. The only question Capt. Ericsson was 
willing to have consitered was as to the value of his 
projectile torpedo, and this was decided in his favor. 
The Board are mistaken in describing the Delamaters 
as the owners of the vessel. It was built by them but 
is owned by the designer—

Sir: In obedience to your orders of the 15th of De- 
cember for a trial of the torpedo boat Destroyer, we 
have the honor to make the following report, with ac- 
companying papers marked : 

The boat is built of iron; length, 130 feet over all; 
beam, 12 feet; depth of hold from base line to under 
side of upper deck, 11 feet. Below the upper deck is 
an intermediate deck running the entire length of the 
vessel. This deck is arched upward from the sides of 
the ship ; distance of this intermediate deck below the 
upper deck, 2feet and 3inches. The space between 
these two decks is divided by five watertight bulkheads 
into as many compartments, the intention being to fill 
them with air cylinders, cork, or other light substance. 
There are no watertight bulkheads below this interme- 
diate deck, so that there are no watertight compartments 
in the hull proper of the vessel. The frames are of ordi- 
nary angle, iron, 3in.x 3in., 18in. apart. Keel plate of 
channel from 2; iron larboard plates, 5-16; remainder 
of plating, jin. There is no insideskin ; one set of deck 
beams for upper deck, 4}x3in., 2 feet apart. Upper 
deck of wood, 24in. thick, of hard pine. The interme 
diate deck is riveted to the side of the ship; is water- 
tight, with two truck hatches, also water tight, from 
upper deck leading to engine room and fuel compart- 
ment. The frames of the ship do not extend above the 
intermediate deck, for the reason of making the inter- 
mediate deck watertight in an efficient manner. The 
only valves through the bottom ,of the vessel are the 
same as those connected with any ordinary surface- 
condensing engine. 
2d. Number and situation of watertight lulkheads, 
valves, etc.? No watertight bulkheads, no valves ex- 
cept the ordinary ones pertaining to the motive power. 
10th. Ability to keep the axis of the torpedo gun 
bearing steadily in any given direction when going 
ahead? Gun is fixed and change of direction can only 
be given by movement of helm. 
11th. Same when at rest and backing? Same condi- 
tion as above. 
13th. Security of the gun tube at joints in its sup- 
ports and through the stern. The tube of 30 feet in 
length is in three parts secured to each other by flanges 
united by turned bolts, through beamed poles, and set 
up with nuts. The faces are planed, and the joints so 
tight as to be hardly perceptible. The whole recoil is 
taken by the stem, to which the gun is secured by a 
shoulder and nut. 
14th. Efficiency and simplicity of the valves and 
water stops, and of the apparatus for making them 
guns)? The outer valve was opened, and that by two 
men, worked easily, and efficiently answering all the 
conditions required. The intermediate valve was ex- 
posed but a short time, and the trial or test dit not give 
an opportunity to the Board to report whether or not it 
has the necessary strength to resist the pressure when 
under way. For the same reason they are incapable to 
state how far the mechanism for opening and shutting 
the water valves when under way will answer. 
15th. Simplicity, efficiency, and convenience of 


The hitch of the threads on the plug is very slight ; 
this, together with the fact of there being no 
check in the breech, permitted an escape of more or 
less gas. 

16th. Weight and management of propellin 
and kind of sowie. . ne 

17th. Efficiency of the mode of ignition of the pro- 
pelling charge? Fired by frictional machine, wires 
leading through a copper tube, passing through a hole 
in the breech plug, and fastened to the electric primer 
which rests against the charge. Mede ignition satis- 
factory. 

18th. Particulars of its action upon the torpedo (if 
observed)? No injury whatever to the torpedo 
observed. 

19th. Ability of the gun to stand with safety the 
powder pressure? The gun has been fired about thirt 
times. In our opinion further and prolonged trials 
should be made in order to determine the point. No 
tests have been made of the material of the gun to de- 
termine it, nor have there been any experiments to 
determine the gas pressure in the bore of the gun. 

20th. Probability of premature explosion of the charge 
of the torpedo while in the gun? This would depend 
upon the character of the charge; if of wet gun cotton 
or ordinary gunpowder there would be in our opinion 
very little if any danger, but with more sensitive explo- 
sive, such as dynamite, there would be a possibility of 
the explosion from the shock of discharge. 

2ist. Facilities for recharging the gun, described in 
operations and appliances. 

22d. Time consumed in recharging from fire to fire ? 
But one torpedo being furnished the Board had no 
opportunity of asvertaining these facts; but it has 
reason to believe that if other torpedoes were at hand 
and with drilled crew the operation could be performed 
in ten minutes. 

23d. Nature of the appliances used for directing the 
gun towards the object to be struck and the efficiency 
and simplicity of such apparatus? The gun being 
fixed direction can only be given by movements of the 
boat itself.

The torpedo used in experiments 
before the Board is known as the dummy oO; it 
is made of wood in two sections, as shown in paper 
attached, and is ballasted with 320 lbs. lead, with a 
buoyancy of about 60 pounds; it is twenty-five feet six 
inches long, fifteen and thirteen six-tenths in greatest 
diameter ; the guides or wings on the after end are six 
feet long, but in parallel to the axis of the torpedo, they 
being the diameter of the rear end of the torpedo up to 
the diameter of the midship section ; the service torpedo 
of steel cylinder, joined together, and has a capacity 
for 800 lbs. of explosives, and as far as can be judged 
from the trials it has the neceesary strength. 

The weight of the service 
torpedo is equal to its displacement, which is 1,500

There is an ar- 
mored deck extending from the bow 30 odd feet aft of 
one inch iron, ending in an inclined bulkhead of eight 
inches of iron backed with oak. 
56th. Simplicity and efficiency of ihe methods of 
communication between the pilot house and torpedo and 
engine rooms? There is no pilot house proper; the 
helmsman stands on a grating over the torpedo room ; 
the means of communication with gun compartment is 
by word of mouth, and with theergine room by ordi- 
nary bdells and speaking tubes. 
57th. Number of men to work the torpedo apparatus? 
Six men.. ; 
58th. Number of men required in engine and boiler 
rooms? Not ascertained. Delamater and Co., the 
owners of the Jestroyer, having declined a steam trial, 
there only remained for the Board to_experiment 
with the projectile with the vessel at rest. For this pur- 
pose on Dec. 20th, it was towed to the ordnance 
wharf, where a range of 500 feet could be 
obtained. All the day was consumed in getting out the 
target, which is composed of a frame 24 feet wide, 11 
feet deep, covered with slats protected by a cotton 
twine net. When all was ready at about 4.30 P. M., 
the tide carried away the supports, and the target came 
to the surface, compelling a cessation of further opera- 
tions.

Dear Str: [] see you have introduced a bill in the Senate 
for the purpose of investigating the merits of the Ericsson 
invention. 

I have taken a great interest in this invention of Mr. 
Ericsson, whom I consider one of the great geniuses of the 
age, and have for some time past been in correspondence 
with him in relation to the estroyer. He has sent me the 
drawings and models, which I now have in my office at my 
house. The models come in large boxes and are rather un- 
wieldly, and wou!d take up a good deal of space in the com- 
mittee room. Besides, there would be no one there who 
could explain them. I should be much pleased to afford 
yourself and any members of the committee who take an in- 
terest in the matter an opportunity of examining them, and 
becoming practically familiar with the whole subject If you 
will appoint a time to call at my house I will be at home, and 
will be pleased to expl*in everything to you and any other 
member of the committee who may feel disposed to accom- 
pany you. - ; 

Mr. Ericsson is not a man to force his inventions upon 
anybody's attention, and 1 have undertaken to try and bring 
this matter before Congress. In the present condition of 
our Navy it is absolutely necessary that we shovld do some- 
thing to help defend our coast in case we should get into 
difficulty with any foreign power. Even if we undertook to 
build ships of war it will be at least three years before any 
of them can be finished. I doubt whether we could build « 
first class veesel in that time Too much stress has been laid 
on the matier of defending harbors against powerful fleets 
of submarine torpedoes. Torpedoes of this kind are power- 
ful adjuncts, but nothing more. No yy can do away 
with the necessity of building heavy ships, but the Des‘royer 
is a icularly formidable affair, and the principle can be 
to any ship in the Navy which has suflicient speed, 
and the subject is well worthy your attentive consideration. 

Mr. Ericsson will sink a great amount of money in this 
invention if the U. 8. Government does not take hold of it, 
and his only resource in that event would be to sell it toa 
foreign power. We should net allow it to go out of our 


hands if we can possibly prevent it. I remain, etc., 
Davip D. Porter, Admiral.

VANDALIA, 2d rate, § guns (n. a. s.), Captain Richard 
W. Meade. Cruising in the Gulf of Mexico. At Santa 
Anva. Capt. Meade reports arrival in the Schottegat, 
Curacao, Jan. 26. Officers and crew in their usual good 
health, four cases only of trivial ailments being on the sick 
list. Visits of ceremony had been made to His Excellency, 
the Governor of the Dutch West India Islands, Baron Von 
Heirts, and other officials. The sanitary condition of 
Curacao ia said to be good, though there was a sporiadic 
case of yellow fever in Willemstadt a few weeks previous, 
which resulted fatally. The island, however, was entirely 
exempt from epidemic of any kind during the past season, 
when severe epidemics prevailed at Martinique, Barbadoes, 
aud Trinidad. 

During the stay of the Vandalia at Trinidad, Capt. Meade 
received much attention from Sir Sandford Freeling, 
K. C, M. G., the Governor. The Vandalia left Port Spain 
on Jap, 21, for although strongly urged to remain longer, 
Capt. Meade did not think it prudent to do so, as a lengthy 
stay in a port so recently infected might produce serious 
consequences on the health of the ship’s company. The 


| passage to La Guayra, where she arrived on the 23d, was 


made partly under steam and partly under sail ; the winds 
died out when off Marganta Island. The German corvette 
Louise, which sailed trom Port Spain two days before the 
Vandalia, arrived at La Guayra a day afterwards. The 
Swedish corvette Balder, from Martinique, came in on the 
same day. Official visits were re-exchanged with those 
vessels, 

At La Guayra the news was unimportant. Venezuela is 
apparently profoundly quiet, and although there were the 
usual rumors of revolution and attacks to be made on the life 
of the President, Gen, Blanco, he apparently gives little 
heed to them, as he was reposing from the cares of State at 
his country seit near Curacao. 

Capt. Meade did not visit Curacao as there seemed to be 
no object for him to do so, and « heavy swell was prevailing 
on the road of La Guayra, and a long stay in a generally 
unhealthy port was not advisable. The sanitary condition 
of the place was reported good. Trade was dull apart from 
the traffic of the rival steamehip limit. Three mail steamers 
were in port and two small sailing vessels. The American 
steamer Curacao was one of them, and the mail line she 
represents seems to be regularly established on a good basis. 

Jupt. Meade reports that it was really refreshing to see the 

American flag on a mail steamer, so unusual a sight as it is 
nowadays. The Vardala left La Guayra on the 25th, and 
uuder easy sail reached Santa Anna next day. Would sail 
for Savauiila on the 31st. 

The Vandaia has been in constant commission for six 
years. During the last three, under command of Capt. 
Meade, she has sailed or steamed 33,000 nautical miles 
(38,000 statule miles), and passed 237 days at sea, calling at 
124 places. When in the Mediterranean during the three 
years she sailed o1 steamed 26,000 miles. Her cruising has 
been unu-ualiy active, and it is probable she will be put out 
of commission ou ber return to the United States.

THE REVENUE MARINE, 


The report made to the Secretary of the Treasury by 
Major E. W. Clark, Chief of Division of the Revenue Marine, 
is a very excellent and interesting account of a se1 vice which 
has lately been growing in strongth and importance, and 
which bas, we doubt not, great possibilities before it. It 
covers a period of eight years, the last previous report being 
made in 1873 by Major Clark’s predecessor. The vessels of 
the Revenue Marine now number 36, of which 31 use steam 
as the chief motive power. During the last fiscal year their 
aggregate cruising service was 282,027 miles; the vessels 
boarded and examined reached the remarkable number of 
29.101, thus showing a high degree of industry ; the number 
of vessels seized or reported for violating the law was 3,163 ; 
the wrecked vessels assisted numbered 148, and the number 
of persons rescued from drowning, 1,481. Fiually, the esti- 
mated value of the imperile1 \esselr, with their cargoes, 
which were assisted was $2,766,882, and the number of per- 
sons aboard these vessels was 1,297. .The total expense 





of the service for the year was @846,792, and this was cere 
tainly as cheap as it was effective, 

The duties of the Revenue Marine in connection with the 
life-saving service, and the revenue cadet system provided 
under the act of 1876, coupled with the high character of the 
personnel of the service, and the growth of our commercial 
interest*, will bring it into larger and larger favor, and no 
doubt promising young men who do not find their way into 
the Army or the Navy will be strongly attracted to this 
branch of the executive force. We would call special atten- 
tion to the feature of Major Clark's report which represents 
the need of making legal provision for retiring officers. He 
says: ‘* More than one-fourth of the captains now borne on 
the Revenue Marine Register are, by reason of age or other 
physical divability contracted in the line of daty, unfit for 
the performance of active service. Several officers of the 
subordinate grades are also disqualified. Some of these are 
now suffering from the effects of wounds and injuries re- 
ceived in action with the euemy during the late war. The 
vessels on which they were serving when injured, although 
actively employed against the public enemy, were not at the 
time co operating ‘under the orders of the President’ with 
the Navy. Such officers are acoordingly debarred from any 
advantages which would have accrued to them by reason of 
their disabilities under the laws governing thé naval service, 
The disabilities of all, however, were received in the faithfui 
service of their couvtry, acting as a part of the military 
force of the Government. Under existing stututes. they are 
necessarily continued on the active list ; for ether this must 
be done or they mu+t be dropped from the service—a course 
which considerations of ~~ | and justice toward officers 
worn out at the post of duty forbid, and which would be in- 
cou-istent with the spirit of the laws goveruing the other 
military service of the country, They are, therefore, kept 
by the department on ‘waiting orders,’ iu which capacity 
they receive about seventy-five per cent. of the pay to which 
they would be eutitled if on duty.” , 

We see no good reason why the Revenne Service should 
not have a regular retired list. and the bill which has been 
prepared for this service should become a law.

THE ASIATIC STATION. 
Yoxouama, Japan, Jan. 23, 1882, 


Compr. Corron’s command of the Alert, :eported in 
the JoURNAL, was temporary only, from June 15, 1881, 
to July 26, during which time Comdr. Huntington, the 
proper commander of the Alert, was ill in Yokvhama. 
Upon the return of the Alert to Yokohama from the 
Bonin Islands, Comdr. Huntington relieved Comdr. 
Cotton, on July 26, and was in his turn relieved on the 
same day by Comdr. Louis Kempff, who had been sent 
vut from San Francisco to take command of that ves- 
sel. On the same day Comdr. Cotton took command of 
his own vessel, the Monocacy. 

We are daily looking for the arrival of the Richmond 
from Panama, via Samoa. Upon her arrival the 
Admiral will haul down his flag on board the Monocacy, 
and hoist it on board of her, and will move on board of 
her from his quarters on shore. 

The Swatara left here two weeks ago to-day for 
Kobe; the Palos is at Hong Kong; the Alert is ona 
cruise south from Hong Kong, and the Ashuelot is win- 
tering at Tientsin. 

The Aéeré’s time will expire in the spring, and in the 
ordinary course of events she should then return home; 
but it is not known out here when she will be ordered 
to do so, though her orders are looked for by any mail. 

Lieut.-Comdr. Green will, it is thought, finish his 
work out here—establishing longitudes hy telegraph— 
by March, when the Palos will be turned over to the 
Admiral to resume her duties as one of the vessels of 
this squadron. 








Tae Scientific American says: ‘*The problem of

Every warrior is ‘‘his own reporter, his own news- 
paper,” and he is expected to doa great deal of bragging 
ou his own exploits. Nearly all the warriors speak well, 
and some are exceedingly eloquent. ‘The mentay 
capacity of the Indian is of superior order ; ” 
people are more truly attached to home and country. 

It will surprise some readers to hear Gen. Dodge say 
that ‘‘the Indian is absolutely without what we cal 
conscience, that inward monitor which comes of educa- 
tion, but which our religious teachers would persuade 
The gravity and dignity

us is the voice of God.” 
always associated with the Indian, we are told, is ‘* put 
on,” as a dress coat is put on by a’white man for a 
dinner; he is noisy and jolly enough when not with 
strangers, whooping and laughing, ‘‘as excitable asa 
Frenchman and as fond of pleasure as a Sybarite.” We 
should say, then, that the long self restraint of journeys 
to Washington must be rather a bore. The Indian is 
also the prey of curiosity, and has an intolerable craving 
to know all that is going on around him. Surprise 
before strangers is ‘‘bad form;” but the Indians are 
often profoundly puzzled by Army officers who guy 
them : 

An officer, now on the retired list, who having lost a leg in 
service, had had it skillfully replaced by one of light hollow 
wood, with open slits, was one day visiting the lodge of a 
distinguished Sioux chief (now dead). After some rather 
abortive attempts at conversation, the officer took a knitting- 
needle from the hand of the old wife of the chief, and passed 
it through his leg.

The account of the government of the Indians given 
by Gen. Dodge, with the sketches of the authority 
exercised by Red Cloud and Spotted Tail, is very 
instructive, as is also his observation of the methods of 
agent control. He is very severe on the system of 
treaties with Indians. 

Into the question of the religion of the Indians Gen. 
Dodge goes at great length, and it forms oue of the most 
interesting parts of his book. Some of the statements 
on this subject are very humorous : 

The Plains tribes are extremely poor in tradition of any 
kind, and have no genera! belief as to the origin of Creation. 
To the inquiry, *‘ Who made the world ?” the reply is usually 
a fixed stare and a doubtful shake of the head, as if the 
question were a new one. 

Occasionally I have been answered: “The white man 
says his God made it, and I guess it is so. I don't know who 
else could have done it.” 

I once talked with a grave and dignified Indian of such 
great age that he was no longer able to number his years. 
My questions were anrwered in a way which quite delighted 
me, and I began to believe I bad found a treasure of Indian 
theological erudition. I finally asked him,— 

**Who made the world ?’ 

“ The Great Spirit,” answered he, promptly. 

**Which Great Spirit,’ I continued, * the Good God or 
‘he Bad God ?” 

*Ob, neither of them,” answered he ; “ the Great Spirit 
that made the world is dead longago. He could not possibly 
have lived as long as this.” 

The mysteries, the medicine men, the dances, the 
superstitions, the social customs, the tortures, the burial 
rites of the Indians, are all described carefully and 
fully, and so are the education of youth, courtship and 
marriage, and the general life of the red man. Here is 
a courtship scene: 

Up to this time the two persons most interested may have 
neyer exchanged a word in priyate, Now, howeyer, as soon 
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as it is dark, he lies in wait near the door of her lodge, 
watching for the appearance of his beloved, but carefully 
concealing himself from the obeervation of any other person. 
Every member of the lodge, indeed, possibly, every indivi- 
dual of the band, knows he is there, but it is one of the 
strongest social fictions of Indian life that the lover is sup- 
posed to be entirely unseen by any but his mistress. 

After keeping the impatient lover waiting as long as her 
feminine nature thinks proper, the girl having properly 
‘*roped” herself, slips out of the lodge, and is immediately 
pounced upon by her lover. If she resists or cries out, ho is 
obliged immediately to quit her. Iz she vields without noise, 
he carries her to a little distance, just out of hearing of the 
lodge. During the earlier interviews they stand faciug each 
other, each wrapped in his or ber own garment. If the 
affair progresses favorably, they still remain standing, but 
find one blanket or robe enflicieut for both. When they 
may be considered as engaged, they seat themselves on the 
ground, and throwing a blanket over the heads or around 
the forms of both, make love to their hearts’ content. Cou- 
ples so engaged are never disturbed. Though dozens may 
be watching with true Indian curiosity, etiquette requires 
that they not only keep aloof, but act as if they had seen 
nothing. 

It not unfrequently happens that two or more lovers are 
paying their addresses to the same girl at the same time 
All are lying flat on the ground, each possibly in plain view 
of the others, but each presumed, by the fiction of custom, 
to be entirely concealed from all the world. 

The girl appears. A rush is made. A lover seizes her; if 
the one she wishes to flirt with on that occasion, she yields 
yassively, and is borne off, the others disappearing at once. 

f a wrong one, a slight resistance or exclamation, and she 
is at once released, to be seized again by another, and to re- 
peat the process until satisfied with her captor. 





The origiu of the Indian names, titles, and epithet 
which often cause so much amusement to Eastern reads 
ers, is explained by Col. vodge. The red men give 
queer names sometimes to oflicers, such as ‘‘ bald head”) 
or ‘‘ crooked leg ;” and the quartermaster is always the 
‘*mule chief.” The fighting and the hunting of the 
Indians are described at length, and some of the most 
thrilling exploits of modern Indian warfare are retold, 
among them being Gen. Forsyth’s on the Arickaree 
Fork. A tribute is paid to Scout Amos Chapman, of 
Gen. Miles’s command, and his expluvits when four sol- 
diers and two scouts were surrounded in the Indian 
Territory. 

Of the cruelty of the Indians, Gen. Dodge says he 
ventures ‘‘to assert further that, with the single excep- 
tion of the lady captured by the Nez Perces, under 
Joseph, in Yellowstone Park, no woman has, in the last 
thirty years, been taken prisoner by any wild Indians 
who did not, as soon after as practicable, become a 
victim to the brutality of every one of the party of her 
captors.” He also says that ‘‘in extravagance of de- 
light in the anticipation of a scene of torture, for hellish 
ingenuity in devising, and remorseless cruelty in inflict- 
ing pain, theindian woman far exceeds her husband and 
son, and they can give her no keener enjoyment, when 
returning from’‘a foray, than by bringing a prisoner on 
which this ingenuity can be practised; and as a rule, 
when a dead body is found specially mutilated, the head 
beaten, battered, and crushed out of shape by stones, it 
is squaw work.” 

The profuse illustrations of this work add greatly to 
its interest and instructiveness. A good portrait of the 


author faces the title page, and on a page devoted to 
‘*famous Indian fighters” are fine likenesses of Gene- 
rals Crook, Miles, Custer and Mackenzie. There are 
seventeen full-page engravings on wood, from the de- 
signs of James E. Taylor and Ernest Griset, with one 
by J. Lange. The six chromo-lithograph plates of In- 
dian costumes, weapons, implements, ornaments, etc., 
have been produced by the publishers at large expense, 
ninety engraved stones being required for getting all the 
tints, fifteen printings being done for each of these 
plates, whose brilliancy and richness of color are very 
striking. 

CAPT. SELFRIDGE’S DESIGN FOR A CRUISER. 

Tug armored coast defence and cruising ship designed 
by Capt. T. O. Selfridge, U. 8. N., is of a form to give 
great manceuvring qualities, high speed, an almost com- 
plete all round fire from the battery, and a more perfect 
protection to the hull than that of any similar ironclad 
now under construction in Europe. There is but one 
hollow iron mast in the centre, on top of which, 62 ft. 
above water line, is a platform protected from rifle 
shots, upon which are placed four machine guns. The 
armament consists of four 70-ton 17-in. rifled breech- 
loaders and six 3}-ton 6-in. guns. 

The 70-ton guns are mounted in pairs on revolving 
platforms, and fired in barbette over the walls of a cita- 
del, whose longitudinal axis is at such angle with the 
centre line of the ship as to enable them to be fired 
ahead or astern. They are lowered to the armored deck 
below, to be loadea by means of hydraulic lifts. 

The vessel carries an armored belt all around of from 
20 to 16 inches of compressed armor, extending from 
2 ft. 9 in. above the load line to 5 ft. 3in. below. At 
the upper edge of the belt armor comes the armored 
deck, covered with 3-in. steel armor, and upon this deck 
is erected the armored citadel, with 18 inches of com- 
pound armor. Above the armored deck arises a light 





steel superstructure, impenetrable to machine guns, 
which encloses the citadel, and increases the free board 
of the proposed vessel to about ten feet.

Sir Edward Reed, M. P., in a letter to Capt. Sel- 
fridge, dated the Arlington, Washington, Jan. 31, 1882, 
says: ‘‘Dear Capt. Selfridge: I have had great pleasure 
in looking over your drawings of a first-class ironclad, 
and find in them indications and proofs, as I regard 
them, of your thorough comprehension of the present 
condition of the ironclad question, so to speak. You 
have, in my opinion, projected a ship which would take 
a first place among even the most modern ships of this 
type, and have avoided those compromises, which have 
occasioned so much mistrust in connection with the re- 
cent ships of England and Italy. I have not, of course, 
made any calculations (not having the time for the pur- 
pose), and very much, indeed, depends upon the thor- 
oughness and exactitude of calculation where you have 
such enormous and various weights to provide for. In 
the matter of speed also, with so novel a forin of ship, 
the greatest care must be taken to guard against disap- 
pointment in this respect. But, setting all questions of 
calculations aside, and taking only the general ideas 
embodied in your plan, I do not hesitate to say that I 
much approve of them, and think them worthy of the 
most careful consideration. I am, dear Capt. Selfridge, 
yours very truly, E. J. Rezp.” 








THE CASE OF COLONEL KIRBY. 

Tue recent action of the House on the biil authoriz- 
ing the President, in his discretion, to appoint as cap- 
tain in the Army, to be assigned to the first vacancy 
of his grade occurring in the Infantry arm, D. T. Kirby, 
late a captain and brevet colonel, shows some reluctance 
to make restorations of this character. 

It is true that the vote was 97 yeas to 63 nays on 
passing the bill, but as there were 132 not voting, the 
thinness of the House is obvious. Two previous votes 
had been 91 yeas to 54 nays, and 96 yeas to 56 nays, in 
neither case a quorum voting, so that the result may be 
said to have been reached in favor of the bill solely by 
rallying a number, but not too great a number of its 
opponents. 

The course of the debate produces the same general 
impression. It began with reading the favorable re- 
port of the committee, in which sundry alleged infor- 
malities in his court-martial, under which he was cash- 
iered, as known to our readers, were coupled with the 
gallantry of Colonel Kirby in many battles, as ground 
for his restoration. Many testimoniais to his services 
from Generals Grant, Sherman, Howard, Logan, Blair 
and others, were read. Mr, Steele said: 

My objection to this bill 1s not based upon the ground 
that I do not think Mr. Kirby was a gallant officer. All 
the testimony goes to show that he was. But I wish to 
call the attention of the House to the fact that all this 
array of evidence, or nearly all of it, was furnished 
Lieut. Kirby in order that he might obtain his commis- 
sion in the Regular Army, and before the occurrence of 
the trial. It has been often said that there is a disposi- 
tion on the part of the Regulars, or of the Military 
Academy men, to purge the Army of the volunteers 
To do away with tkat objection, I wish to state that of 
the seven members left of that court five were from the 
volunteer service. 

In regard tothe legality of the trial, I wish to say 
that the court was duly organized and proceeded to the 
trial of this case. It had gone on with the trial some 
five days, when the judge advocate of the court, in de- 
spite of the fact that the president of the court, Gen. 
Mower, was the commanding oflicer of the post, yet 
although a gallant soldier, he was a man of prejudice, 
and was so prejudiced in favor of Mr. Kirby that the 
judge advocate had to object to his further action on 
the court. For that purpose he asked the court room 
to be cleared. They proceeded with the trial of the 
challenge of this member of the court, and were en 
gaged in that trial some nine days, Gen. Mower all the 
time being present. At the end of the nine days it was 
decided that Gen. Mower should no longer sit as a mem 
ber of the court. 

The evidence showed that during the trial of this 
challenge General Mower tried to intimidate the judge- 
advocate, to shut him up, by writing on a slip of paper 
charges against the judge-advocate, in order that the 
judge-advocate might withdraw the charge against 
General Mower, and allow him to remain upon the 
court. Page 81 of the record of the court shows that 
General Mower tried to keep from being brought into 





court the charge relating to the lady referred to. On 





page 88 of the record, Captain Hammond, a witness, 
sweurs that General Mower, by his looks or otherwise, 
endeavored to intimidate him from giving a free expres- 
sion of his testimony in that court. 

As to the effect of the passage of the bill, Mr. Steele 
said : 

It would open the doors to 221 officers who have 
gone out since 1866. Of that number there were 
appointed from the Military Academy, 10; from 
civil life with no prior service, 119; from ex- 
volunteers, 28; and from the Army ranks, 44. 
Many of these 201 officers have been dismissed for less 
offences than have been alleged and found against 
Colonel Kirby. 

This is a brief statement of the case. As to the point 
that the President may appoint him, I will say that he 
is authorized to appoint him. I wish to show what is 
the effect of appointment. I will read from Blake v. 
The United States: ‘If the court had proceeded ille- 
gally, the action of the President and of the Senate 
legalized it. Admitting that there iq an irregularity of 
the court, they went on and tried the case. And where 
the President appoints and the Senate confirms it legal- 
izes the action of the court.” 

If the President should to-day appoint A or B General 
of the Army, and the Senate should confirm that 
pointment, it would vacate the office of General of the 
Army to day. That you will find in tlre case of Blake 
v. the United States, 13 Supreme Court Reports, 229. 
As I before said, none can deny that Kirby was a gal- 
lant officer. But if we wish to appoint gallant officers 
we have over 2,000 equally as worthy as Kirby and 
who have not been tried and found wanting. If we 
wish to appoint officers on account of their gallant con- 
duct would it not be more becoming in us to select some 
who have not been weighed in the balaace and found 
wanting ? 

Mr. Sparks, on the other hand, defended Col. Kirby, 
and said of him: ‘‘I have stated, I believe, all of the 
charges which have ever been preferred against this 
man by anybody, and have discussed those which have 
been passed upon by this court. Now, who is this 
man? He was a civilian appointment, but one of those 
that are occasionally hit, like that when they struck 
General Terry, (one of those whom God in his creation 
made a soldier, ) the bravest of the brave; a man fitted 
in every way for the life of asoldier; a man whose 
whole career in the Army has beea nothing but one of 
brilliancy ; a man who has shed, with the rank he held, 
as muchif not more glory upon the service than any 
man who served in the Army for the Union.” 

As to the charge of embezzlement, Mr. Brown ex- 
plained that Colonel Kirby ‘‘ became intoxicated 
and spent the money,” but returned it, and he was 
found not guilty of the charge. In like manner he ex- 
plained the charge that the officer in question had in- 
sulted the wife of a brother officer. He said: ‘‘I need 
not repeat the testimony upon this point. If it is al 
true, the conduct of General Kirby was nothing more 
than rudeness—rudeness that I would not justify—rude 
ness that I would not attempt to palliate or mitigate. 
But all the circumstances in the case show conclusively 
to my mind that it was utterly untrue in fact. I have 
applied to it the rule of old Lord Mansfield which has 
stood upon the books for two generations: ‘‘ Was the 
alleged occurrence in a public place; and did the person 
claiming to have been injured make outcry ?” 

The charge of drunkenness was similarly discussed. 
The discussion was very protracted—it took up almost 
the whole of the session of Friday, Feb. 10th. As we 
have said, the final vote was favorable to the restoration 
of Col. Kirby, but the tone of the discussion showed 
much feeling against sanctioning any such case which 
was not clearly deserving. 








CONSULTATION ON NAVAL INTERESTS. 
AGREEABLY te an invitation from the Secretary of the 
Navy, the members of the Advisory Board and members 
of the Naval Committees of the Senate and House met 
in the room of the Secretary Wednesday evening, at 7 
o'clock. In addition to the persons above-mentioned, 
the following officers of the Navy were present: Ad- 
miral Porter, Rear Admirals John Rodgers, C. R. P. 
Rodgers, Daniel Ammen, E. T. Nichols; Commodores 
Earl English, Wm. G. Temple, John G. Walker, Mont- 
gomery Sicard, and Engineer-in-Chief William H. 
Shock. 

The Secretary of the Navy, in a few appropriate and 
forcible remarks, announced his object in requesting 
the assemblage of the party present. They represented 
some of the best men of the Navy, and Committees of 
Congress on whom would devolve the duty of institut- 
ing wise measures for rehabilitating the Navy and 
building up the merchant marine of the United States. 
He was gratified to find that the service, the press, Con 
gress and the country realized the importance and 
necessity of prompt and judicious measures to restore 
to us in these respects what we had lost. He alluded 
to the * dead stock” which filled our yards—vessels nnd 
materials of no service to the Navy—which was pro- 
tecced and cared for at a great expense to the country. 





Le counselled unanimity of feeling and action by which 
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alone the great object in view could be accomplished. 
In concludicg his remarks, he asked the views of those 
Present upon the questions which were involved in any 
movement that might be set on foot to provide a Navy 
adequate to the necessities of the country. 

Mr. Harris, the Chairman of the Naval Committee of 
the House (Senator Cameron, of the Senate Committee, 
being absent) explained the position of that committee ; 
whai they had been doing, and what they proposed to 
do. The committee had not reached any definite con- 
clusions, and his remarks were intended to be informal. 
He was as fully impressed as Secretary Hunt with the 
importance of united action on the part of those who 
desired to accomplish anything in the direction of build- 
ing up the Navy. The committee have had before them 
some of the most intelligent and experienced shipbuild- 
ers of the country, and the manufacturers of steel and 
ordnance. It was for the Navy Department, assisted 
by the Advisory Board, to indicate the classes and 
number of vessels which the Navy required, and for the 
Naval Committees in Congress to advise and recom- 
mend the necessary appropriations to secure them. 

Remarks were made during the evening by Admiral 
Porter, Rear Admirals John and C. R. P. Rodgers, 
Chief Engineers Isherwood and Loring, Naval Con- 
structors Wilson and Hichborn, Commodores Sicard 
ani Walker, Commanders Evans, Crowninshield, and 
Howison, and Lieut.-Commander Very. Some of these 
gentlemen were closely questioned by the members of 
the Naval Committees upon matters relating to the ves 
sels most needed in the service ; whether they should be 
of wood, iron, or steel, armored or unarmored, and the 
guns they should carry; the necessity of rams, torpe 
does, etc. 

The almost unanimous opinion was that steel should 
be the material used. Different views were expressed 
as to the number of vessels and their description, which 
should be first commenced. 

The meeting was a remarkable one for the interest 
which all manifested and the unanimity which seemed 
to prevail. It cannot fail to promote harmony, and to 
result in initiating suitable measures to improve the 
efficiency of the Navy. The discussion and interchange 
of opinions develope! the fact that what differences had 
existed between the majority and minority of the Ad- 
visory Board were of a trifling nature, simply techni- 
calities and easy of reconciliation. The Secretary of 
the Navy, in thus bringing together so many of our dis- 
tinguished officers and the members of the Naval Com- 
mittees, gave evidence of his deep interest in the wel- 
fare of the service and adopted a novel, but it is believed 
& most successful, measure looking to an increase of its 
efficiency. 

As there is no prospect of our being able to make 
room for our reading matter and advertising with less 
than twenty-four pages, we omit from the title page of 
the Jovrnar the figures placed there to indicate to 
newsdealers and others a temporary increase in the 
number of pages.

of the Journat. We refer to this now because of a 
recent communication from a correspondent who speaks 
of the benefit he has derived from this feature of the 
paper, and suggests the publication at stated intervals 
of such decisions cn a separate shect, to be used as a 
corollary to existing orders and regulations.

Commander Crowninshield, U. 8S. N., on the trial of 
Capt. Ericsson's torpedo boat Destroyer. The report is 
in the form of specific answers to specific questions of 
detail, and winds up with a terse description of the two 
trials which took place in the presence of the Board. 
The general conclusion is that, though more extended 
trials are asked for by the Board, ‘sufficient has been 
shown to convince them that the Ericsson submarine 
torpedo is a projectile of the most formidable character 
within a limited range, and within that range, what- 
ever further experiments and improvements may prove 
such to be, it is superior to any known form of tor- 
pedo.” 

This report is of the highest importance. It justifies 
the opinion we have from the first held that our country 
is in possession of a novel and most valuable weapon— 
a weapon which, within the sphere contemplated by its 
inventor, is of the most formidable character. We 
learn that foreign naval officers already have a very 
hearty respect for Capt. Ericsson’s submarine gun, and 
that they experience a wholesome anxiety regarding its 
introduction into our service. If the Government is 
satisfied that it is a formidable weapon, there seems to 
be no reason why the projected new Navy should not 
at once get the benefit of it; and even were its range of 
action less than the report of the Board indicates, the 
moral effect of introduciag such a destroyer at once iato 
our vessels would be incalculable. The American Navy 
would at once have somethiag for all foreign vessels 
to fear. 








HAL¥-a-DozEN years ago we spoke of Mr. Edwin 
Forbes’s etchings on the War for the Union as being 
incomparably more valuable than any others on the 
same subject. They were taken during the progress of 
the war from the artist’s personal observation of camp 
and battle scenes. They have a value as works of art ; 
they have a still higher value as preservers of history. 
Their variety is no less noticeable than their fidelity. 
Mr. Forbes’s descriptive catalogue comprises 251 origi- 
nal studies and sketches from life; next, the forty 
drawings, entitied ‘‘ Life Studies of the Great Army,” 
which he composed from these sketches, after the war; 
thirdly, the forty copper-plates from which this series 
was struck off ; fourthly, artist proofs of them; fifthly, 
rough proofs, showing the progress of each plate ; 
sixthly, three extra plates, Cavalry, Artillery, and In- 
fantry. The Government is asked to buy the whole 
collection, at $50,000. We know nothing of the basis 
on which this price is fixed, but it is quite clear that 
the sketches and the plates have a historic value which 
will increase with years.

We have received a copy of the by-laws of the St.

As the result uf a recent explosion on board the 
Triumph at Coquimbo the English authorities have 
forwarded directions to every station to discontinue the 
use of the drier, boasting of the barbarous name of 
‘* xerotine siccative,” which means ‘drier twice over 
in Greek and in Latin, and to which the 1ecent explo- 
sion is due. It was stowed under the paint room, 
directly contrary to the Admiralty instructions. One 
of the men killed went to the place with a light, and 
was blown to pieces, and the second man killed was 
about thirty yards away.

The other men hurt were 
in the ‘‘sick bay,” which is outside the paint room.

{x executive session of the Senate Thursday the nem- 
ination of Major Rochester to be Paymaster-General 
was reported back from the Military Committee to 
which it had been recommitted. The committee after 
fully examining the objections raised against favorable 
action on this case, reported unanimously that the 
nomination should be confirmed. It was accordingly 
placed on the calendar with the committee’s favorable 
recommendation. Colonels Febiger and McClure, Ma- 
jor Potter, and a number of clerks of the Pay Depart- 
ment, testified before the committee, members of which 
state that the result was in the highest degree favorable 
to Major Rochester, who also appeared and answered 
trankly the questions addressed to him. On Friday, 
after some hours’ discussion in executive session, the 
nomination of Major Rochester was confirmed. 

The nomination of Major Rochester was recom- 
mitted to the Military Committee for examination as to 
certain charges, to the effect that he had been grossly 
neglectful of duty in allowing Major Hodges, a former 
defaulting Army paymaster, to turn over to him an un- 
verified account of certain moneys nominally in Hodges’s 
possession, instead of requiring the cash to be counted 
and turned over in the usual way. 

There has also been considerable discussion, as last 
week reported, on Col. Rucker’s promotion, from the 
fact that he is some years older than Gen. Meigs, whose 
position he is nominated to fill, but it was argued that 
his long and faithful service should give him the con- 
sideration asked for, and he was finally confirmed.

A Letrer dated January 4, has been received this 
week at the War Department from Captain O. B. Reed, 
11th U. 8. Infantry, commanding camp on Poplar 


River, Montana, giving the results of a scout made by | 


his command, nominally for the purpose of hunting, 
but really with the object of ascertaining the numbers 
and locations of balf-breeds and British Indians report- 
ed to be trespassing on the reservation. Captain Reed 
says that he travelled about 100 miles in three days, and 
found, wherever he went on Milk River, half-breeds 
and Cress, all in comfortable log huts, clustered toge- 
ther in groups of from two to a dozen or more. These 
camps extended along the river about 40 miles, begin- 
ning at a point on Rock Creek 10 miles above its mouth 
and extending down that stream and Milk River, to the 
mouth of Buggy Creek. There were about 200 families 
averaging six or eight persons each, all well supplied 
with ammunition and hides, the main herd of the buf- 
falo being near them. The buffalo are driven north of 
the Missouri River by white hunters and fall into the 
hands of these trespassers, who take good care to keep 
between them and the agency Indians, thus depriving 
the latter of an important part of their subsistence, to 
which they are justly entitled. Capt. Reed also points 
out that these camps afford an excellent field for the 
operations of illicit traders, who are said to sell large 
quantities of liquor to the Indians. Upon the approach 
of strangers they cache their stores, thus escaping de- 
tection. Horses are stolen frequently from both whites 
and Indians, ard the situation causes much complaint 
among the agency Indians, who are almost wholly de- 
prived of their usual supply of meat and robes this win- 
ter from this cause. 

General Terry, in forwarding the report, recommends 
that these camps be broken up and the Indians driven 
across the border. Their presence, he says, is a clear 
violation of law, and they are a mischievous and vicious 
class of Indians. General Terry says: ‘‘ We have been 
throwing clods of earth at these people long enough. 
The time has arrived, I think, when we should begin to 
throw stones. But, in view of the opinion expressed 
by the General of the Army, I hesitate to take any ac- 
tion whatever until it shail be expressly authorized by 
my superiors. I respectfully ask for instructions.” 








GEN. MEIGS ON FIRE ESCAPES. 

General M. C. Meigs writes this week an interesting 
letter to the New York Herald on ‘ Fire Escapes,” in 
which he says: ‘‘ A writer makes toa New York paper 
a suggestion which has not met with the favor it seems 
to me to deserve. He recommends that fire engines 
and hose carriages and ladder trucks carry, attached to 
carriages, as axes and Johnson’s portable force pumps 
and chemical fire extinguisher are now attached, rope 
ladders and bows and arrows. Busy business men look 
upon this as childish. They remember only the bow 
and arrow of their boyish sports and do not give the 
subject a second thought. I once erred in the same 
way. The Johnson portable force pump intended to 
extinguish a fire in its first beginnings was shown to me 
during the war. I was very busy, looked hastily at it and 
concluded it was a toy. Later, when I had mcre leisure, 
it was again brought to my attention, and trials proving 
its efficiency the military ports of the United States 
were all supplied with it, and I verily believe that these 
little toys have saved for the quartermaster’s depart- 
ment more property than the costly steam and hand fire 
engines and chemical extinguishers supplied to the 
larger and more important posts.” He concludes by 
saying: ‘‘I hope, therefore, that the idea that the arch- 
er’s fire escape is a mere toy will be dismissed, and that 
in every city some intelligent fireman will, with aid 
perhaps of some member of the next archery club, make 
trial of this apparatus and have it ready for the next 
fire. Let it save one woman’s life and all will provide 
themselves with it. Estimate the cost of providing 
every lofty building in this country with fire escapes 
and compare the cost of supplying all fire and hose car- 
riages with a bow, arrows, cord and rope. It is the life 
saving apparatus of our coast guard on a smaller scale. 
That throv’s a shell across a ship, this an arrow over a 
house, and many more lives are imperilled yearly in 
burnirg houses than in wrecked ships. The coast is a 
line; the interior millions of square miles.” Gen. Meigs 
is as full of knowledge as an egg is of meat, and now 
that he is relegated to the leisure of private life we trust 
he may often give the public the beuvefit of his experi- 
ence in connection with questions affecting their benefit 
and safety.

As lieutenant and captain 
of Engineers, he designed and built the Washington 
Aqueduct; built the wings or extension and the dome 
of the Caritol, and the northern half of the General 
Post-office building up to 1861. On the inauguration of 
President Lincoln, in March, 1861, he was directed by 
him to prepare a project for the relief of Fort Pickens, 
then in imminent peri, and as engineer accompanied 
that expedition to its successful completion. Shortly 
after kis return to Washington he was appointed and 
commissioned Quartermaster-Geueral, with the rank of 
brigadier-general in the Army. In July, 1864, while

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CHANGE IN INFANTRY ORGANIZATION. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal ; 

Sim: I have the honor to specially invite your atten- 
tion to House Bill No. 1475, introduced at the present 
session of Congress by the Hon. Mr. Errett, of Pennsy]- 
vania, in which it is proposed to change the organiza- 
tion of the infantry regiments of the U. S. Army, 
making it the same as that of the cavalry and artillery 

iments. 

y object in making this communication is, not in 
particular to urge the general advisability of such a 
change, for the advantages to be had are as plainly ap- 
parent as they are for the organizations proposed to be 
copied, and because they, I understand, have been ably 

nted by others. 

My wish is to place prominently before you still an- 
other and an equally great reason why the proposed 
change should be made ; it is, that in making the organ- 
izations the same, promotions will be equalized, for un- 
der our present organization a great and growing injus- 
tice is being experienced by the officers of the infantry 
arm of the service; I refer to our slow promotion, as 
compared with that of those who belong to the cavalry 
aim. A glance at the following statement of facts will 
prove beyord all question the claimed condition . 

The Army Register for 1881 and orders show that the 
senior captain of cavalry bears date of July 28, 1866, 
while the twenty-fifth captain of infantry bears date of 
April 20, 1864. These officers are taken to more par- 
ticularly point the claim of injury. 

The now twenty-third major of cavalry was, previous 
to his promotion from captain (April, 1879), junior to 
the infantry captain cited, and therefore he and the 
other seven captains of cavalry, also junior, who have 
been promoted to a majevity since April, 1879, have 
passed over his head. A further examination of the 
Army Register and recent orders shows that the senior 
captain of cavalry is junior to the seventy-third captain 
of infantry. 

Thirty-three months have passed since April 27, 1879, 
during which time, as I have stated, eight captains of 
cavalry have been promoted. Considering this rate of 
promotion as possible to infantry captains, which it has 
not been, eight years and seven months will leave the 
now twenty-fifth captain of infantry still a captain, at 
the head of the list of that grade, provided the organi- 
zation remains as it is, while twenty-four more captains 
of cavalry now junior to him will have become majors 
cf cavalry, it being remembered that all of them are 
also junior to the now seventy-third captain of infantry. 
This exhibit extends even to 2d lieutenants of cavalry 
and infantry, as is instanced in the case of a 2d lieuten- 
ant of infantry, a graduate of the Military Academy, 
class of 1874, who was promoted Ist lieutenant June 15, 
1881, and who had been passed over by twenty 2d lieu- 
tenants of cavalry, all of whom were junior to him, 
they ulso being graduates of the Military Academy of 
the same or later classes. If the change be made ac- 
cording to the provisions of the bill, the then senior 
captain of cavalry will be one year and six months 
junior to the then senior captain of infantry. 

It must not be considered that any part of this com- 
munication is a fault-finding with the degree of pro- 
motion as it has been made in the cavalry, for I claim 
that the promotion cited is rather under that which 
sheuld be natural, where very nearly all officers above 
the rank of 2d lieutenant are of an about equal length 
of service and same age; it being a well-accepted fact 
that the great incentive in all professions is through the 
hope for advancement, this hope leading all to cling to 
the loved profession, through many rebuffs, still hoping, 
despite the knowledge that ‘‘ hope deferred maketh the 
heart sick.” 

Well knowing your disposition to favorably consider 
the true interests of the service, which can only be those 
of the country in which its members are placed, con- 
strains me to ask a place in your paper for this exposi 
tion of a, to many, painful condition, and to solicit your 
advocacy of the measure proposed by the Hon. Mr.

Sir: In your issue of Feb. 4 appears a communica- 
tion, si “G. H. A,” advocating certain educational 
requirements for enlisted men, so that, according to 
“G. H. H.,” “the men world at least be able to look 
civilian school children in the face and not be ashamed 
of their comparative ignorance.”

THE FORTY-SEVENTH CONGRESS. 
The Senate, Feb. 14. passed the bill 8. 493, to amend 
article 103 of the Rules and Articles of War, adding 
thereto the following words : 
‘**No person shall be tried or punished by a court-mar- 
tial for desertion committed more than two years be- 
fore the arraignment of such person for such offence, 
unless he may meanwhile bave absented himself from 
the United States, in which case the time of his absence 
shall be excluded in computing the period of the limi- 
tation: Provided, That said limitation shall not begin 
until the end of the term for which said person en- 
listed.” The bill 8. 346, to provide for the disposition of 
the Fort Laramie Military Reservation also passed the 
Senate. 
8. 689, to promote the efficiency of the Navy cane 
up in the Senate on Tuesday. In answer toa question 
from Mr. Cockrell Mr. Anthony said: The bill carries 
its own report with it. It is the same bill we passed at 
the last Congress after full debate and without a dis- 
senting vute. It is that when a naval officer is exam- 
ined for promotion and is declared unfit for promotion 
by reason of continual drunkenness or any incapacity 
arising from his own misconduct and not in any respect 
from the line of duty, he shall not be put upon the re- 
tired list, but shall be discharged from the service, in 
which case the President may in his discretion allow 
him two years’ pay. I recollect when it was up before, 
on the motion of the Senator from Missouri (Mr. Cock- 
rell), it was amended to one year's pay, so as to make it 
correspond with the Army. I have no objection to that 
amendment if the Senator desires to make it. 
Mr. Cockrell said : I move that amendment, to say 
‘one year’s pay.” Two years’ pay is entirely too much 
for a man dismissed under such circumstances. 
‘Lhe amendment was agreed to. The bill was reported 
to the Senate as amended, and the amendment was con- 
curred in. The bill was ordered to be engrossed for a 
third reading, read the third time, and passed. 

The Sepate has adopted the following Resolution: 
Resolved, That the Secretary of War be directed to 
report to the Senate the number and character of can- 
non now owned by the United States which have been 
condemned or are deemed unfit for use, and also 
whether the material of such cannon are needed or cun 
be advantageously used by the United States in the 
manufacture of ordnance or for other purposes, and 
what is the market value of such condemned cannon, 
and also how many of such condemned cannon have 
been appropriated by special laws for specific purposes 
not yet delivered.

CONGRESSIONAL NOTES. 


H. R. 3925 amends secs. 184 and 185 Rev. Stat. so as 
to authorize heads of departments to apply to the United 
States courts. for subpcenas for witnesses in regard to 
claims pending before them. 

H. 84, for the relief of retired officers of the 
Navy, was reported Feb. 8, amended as follows, and 
committed to the Committee of the Whole on the state 
of the Union. Be it enacted, etc., That all officers of 
the Navy who have been promoted on the retired list, 
by virtue of an act entitled ‘‘ An act relating to the 
promotion of commodores on the retired list of the 
Navy,” approved Aug. 15, 1876, shall receive the re- 
tired pay of their present grade from the date of last 
commission. 

H. Res. 126 authorizes the publication of all the 
correspondence of the late Commander Mathew 
Fontaine Maury, U. 8S. N., now on the files of the Navy 
Department and United States Naval Observatory, in 
relation to the importance and usefulness of establishing 
a uniform system of wind and weather observations on 
the ocean and in all parts of the United States ; also 
copies of all communications from him suggesting and 
recommending that lines of deep sea soundings be made 
across the Atlantic Ocean for the purpose of demon- 
strating the practicability of laying the Atlantic cable, 
with copies of such orders and instructions as may have 
been given by the Navy Department to carry out such 
suggestions and recommendations, and of the reports of 
the oflicers intrusted and charged with the execution of 
said duty; also the report of the said Commander 
Maury on the defences of the coast of the United 
States, and such other scientific and professional matter 
of interest as may be on the files of the Navy Depart- 
ment, its bureaus, the Naval Observatory, or elsewhere 
accessible. 

A bill has been introduced (S. 1070) granting a pen- 
sion of $50 a month to the widow of Col. William 
Dulany, late of the U. S.{Marine Corps, in lieu of her 
present pension. 

The fight over the Paymaster-Generalship of the 
Navy has not yet ended, and will not probably for some 
weeks tocome. The President has, it is understood, 
declined to withdraw the nomination of Pay-Director 
Watmough as requested by the Senate Naval Committee 
last week. The course which will next be pursued by 
the committee will be to report adversely on the nomi 
nation to the Senate in executive session, which will be 
done at an early date. The result will, no doubt, be, 
from the present outlook, the rejection of the nom ina- 
tion. There is considerable speculation going on in 
Naval circles as to who will next receive the nomination. 

The Secretary of the Navy and his son, Ensign 
Ridgely Hunt, were on the floors of the Senate and 
House of Representatives on Wednesday last. 

The Senate bill 697, to confer positive rank in place 
of relative on the officers of the Corps of Engineers, 
meets with no favor from the Senate Naval Committee. 
At their meeting on Wednesday last they decided to in- 
definitely postpone the consideration of the bill, which 
is equivalent to an adverse report. The point made was 
that if positive rank was conferred on the oflicers of the 
corps, all the other branches of the Navy would expect 
a similar treatment. 

The bill 221, authorizing appointment of Frank Jor- 
dan upon the retired list of the Navy with rank of lieu- 
tenant, has been adversely reported. 

The Sub-Committee in charge of bill S. 358, to restore 
Edward Bellows to his original position as Paymaster 
in the Navy, reported favorably to the full committee, 
with an amendment, which provides that instead of re- 
storing him to his original position, to place him at the 
foot of the Paymaster’s list. 

The House Military Commitree on Tuesday agreed to 
report adversely bill S. 3205, to set aside findings of 
court-martial in case of Captain Andrew Geddes, and 
restore him to position formerly held by him in the 
Army, and favorably bill granting right of way to rail- 
road through Plattsburg, N. Y. 

The Commitiee on Indian Affairs of the Senate have 
reported favorably the bill authorizing the settlement of 
accounts of Brvt. Maj.-Genl. Edward Hatch, U. 8. A., 
chairman and disbursing officer of the Ute Commission. 

The Sub-Committce in charge of the investigation cf 
the Soldier’s Home at Washington, did not have a meet! 
ing this week, the members being engaged on the 
Rochester nomination. 

The bill for the relief of the heirs of late Prof. Agnel 
was reported in the House on Tuesday. 

The Secretary of War transmitted this week to each 
House an abstract of the militia force, as required by law. 

The creditors and assignees of Norman Wiard have 
gone to Congress for relief, and Mr. Warner has intro- 
duced, by request, a bill (H. R. 4394) for their benefit. 

REPORTS ON ARMY BILLS. 





H. R. 1141 appropriates $7,987 for the benefit of 


to the claim of Lieut. Col. J.C. Duane, from the Sec. | Geu. Wm. W. Burns, A. C. Gen. of 8., U.S. A. Gen. 


Burns was one-half owner of the Sibley tent, and his 
claim is for one-half of the royalty of $5 on 3,195 tents, 
purchased by the Government prior to 1861 without 
written contract. This claim for $7,987 is in excess of 
the one of $101,242.50, previously allowed Gen. Burns 
by the Court of Claims. The passage of the bill for its 
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payment is recommended by the House Committee en 
Claims. 

The Senate Military Committee, in their report in 
favor of the passage of the bi!l for the relief of Major 
Jacob E. Burbank, state that the loss of public money, 
for which he is responsible, and from which S. 156 is 
intended to relieve him, resulted from mental disturb- 
ance, ascribed by Surgeons Cuyler and Moore to ‘the 
probable softening of the brain.” The Paymaster- 
General states his opinion that Major Burbank was the 
victim of a robbery, but by whom, or at what precise 
date, he cannot say, and adds: ‘‘It is due to him that I 
should say that I believe Major Burbank habitually did 
his best to guard and protect the public funds, aud he 
always evinced zeal, industry, and fidelity in the dis- 
charge of his duties.” He was permitted to travel in 
Europe previous to his appearing before the retiring 
board, and the result was the partial restoration of his 
health. 

S. 838 grants the right of way through the property 
of the United States, near Dover, N. J., used by the 
Government, and known as the Piccatinny powder- 
depot, to the Central Railroad of New Jersey. The 
nearest point from the depot to any railroad is thre 
miles away, over a difficult road for hauling, which 
adds largely to the expense of the building operations at 
the depot, and it would seem, therefore, to be necessary 
that closer connection should be had. The railroad 
company named are willing to extend their road, as 
indicated in the bill, upto and into the depot, next 
spring, provided the right of way be granted as afore- 
said, and the passage of the bill is recommended by the 
Senate Military Committee.

purpose of navigating the Upper Missouri River and its 
tributaries, in the transportation of public property and 
materials for the erection of Forts Keogh and Custer in 
the Territory of Montana. In July, 1876, shortly after 
the Custer massacre, the 5th Regiment United States 
Infantry was ordered from Fort Leavenworth, Kansas, 
for active field service in the campaign against the hos- 
tile Indians under Sitting Bull and Crazy Horse. Dur- 
ing that summer and autumn and the winter campaign 
of 1876 and 1877, the officers of this regiment were 
compelled to leave their private property, except such 
as was necessary for an active field campaign against 
the Indians, at Fort Leavenworth in Kansas. When 
this campaign had terminated in the suppression of In- 
dian hostilities in the Northwest, the officers of the 5th 
Regiment of Infantry were stationed, in the spring of 
1877, at what was known as Tongue River cantonment, 
at the mouth of Tongue River, Montana, where their 
services were deemed necessary by Gen. Sherman. 
Their private effects were shipped to them on board of 
one of the steamers referred to, the J. Donald Cameron. 


She sank enroute. After investigating the matter in 
the light of the findings of a board of survey, the Sen- 
ate Military;Committee therefore ‘‘conclude that the 


Government was guilty of gross neglect in the construc- 
tion of this boat for the navigation of the Missouri and 
Yellowstone Rivers, known to be danyerous waters, 
without the construction of water-tight bulkheads or 
compartments in the hold, or steam capstans about the 
deck, both of which are regarded as necessary and 
usual in the construction of steamboats for the naviga- 
tion of those waters. The Government was further 
guilty of gross neglect in sending this boat up the Mis 
souri River officered and manned by men unacquainted 
with those waters, and in charge of a pilot who was not 
regularly licensed for the navigation of that river.” 
The committee are clear that the petitioners are entitled 
to relief: and therefore report the bill, 8S. 857, author- 
izing and directing the Secretary of War to examine 
into and ascertain the losses herein occurring, and mak- 
ing an appropriation of the amount reported necessary 
to enable him to pay the adjusted claims therefor, and

tence. The Senate Military Committee say: ‘‘ This is 
about the only case where such a unanimous recom- 
| mendation by all the members of the court martial was 
totally overlooked, and was therefure wholly disre- 
garded. The substitute proposed for the bill simply 
permits the President to appoint Mr. Wells to the grade 
| he held on date of dismissal without any pay or emolu 
|ments. Believing this an exceptional case, your com- 
| mittee recommend the passage of the substitute here 
| with reported.” 
| The House Military Committee adopt the favorable 
report of their committee in the last Congress on the 
| bill for the relief of Herman Biggs, H. R. 1052, hold- 
|ing with them that his case is ‘‘one of rare merit, al 
| most sud generis.” ‘Time has developed his wound 
jinto a permanent, painful disability, unfitting bim for 
the business life he }ad mapped out for his future ; 
financial reverses huve befallen him, and shattered in 
health and unable to eern a livelihood, he now asks as a 
favor of the Government what he hada right to de- 
mand at the time of his resignation.” 

Che House Military Committce in the case of Edward 
Byrne reach the conclusion that he was mustered out 
of the service without warrant of law, not having been 


lieutenant, as provided in the latter part of section 12 of 
the act of July 15, 1870. He was never allowed a 
hearing before the board referred to in sectivun 11, and 
was never placed onthe supernumerary list as required by 
the act. ‘Testimonials from Gen. Sheridan and other 
prominent officers speak of Captain Byrne as the ‘‘ best 
soldier of the 10th Cavalry ;” as ‘‘an officer and gentle 
man who is regarded as a model cavalry officer.” That 
he had one of the best companies of his regiment, etc. 
The committee have considered the petition signed by 
twelve oflicers of the 6th Cavalry, and find that it does 
not apply to the case of Captain Byrne with such force 
as it does to other officers ; that they were probably not 
informed of the many circumstances favorable to the 
petitioner; that an examination of the Army Register 
shows them any injury to them would be quite remote, 
and that the 10th Cavalry to which Captain Byrne be 
longed make noprotest. The objection that his bill will 
give him the same benefit for ten years of civil life that 
he would have received for ten years’ service in the 
Army the committee thinks does not apply, as he did 
not voluntarily leave the service. As no action was 
taken upon the charges preferred against Capt. Byrne in 
1868, it is assumed that the evidence did not warrant 
bringing them te trial. The committee recommend the 
passage of an amended bill, adding to their report va- 
rious documents in support of their conclusions. 


REPORTS ON NAVAL BILLS. 

In the House, Feb. 7, Mr. Thomas, from the Com- 
mittee on Naval Affairs, reported the following bill as a 
substitute for H. R. 1539: H. R. 4168, authorizing the 
President of the United States to reinstate Charles W. 
Tracy on the active list of the Navy. Be it enacted, ete. 
That the President of the United States be, and is 
hereby, authorized, by and with the advice and consent 
of the Senate, to reinstate Charles W. ‘I'racy on the 
active list of the Navy, at the foot of the list of lieuten- 
ant-commanders on the Navy Register: Provided, That 
before such restoration he shall be examined as to his 
qualifications, as is now required by law: And provided 
Jurther, That he shail not receive any extra pay for the

Clement A. Finley, died Sept. 8, 1879, from disease } 
of long standing, incurred during service of sixty years 
in the Arnry, which commenced with an appointment 
as surgeon’s mate to the 1st Infantry, Aug. 10, 1818, 
and ended with his retirement as Surgeon General, 
April 14, 1862, on his own application. The House 
Commitcee on Invalid Pensions describe his career as 
one ‘ with few parallels in the military and naval his- 
tory of the country.” He served actively and efficiently. 
As medical director in the field with General Winfield 
Scott, in the Black Havk war of 18832, called the 
‘¢ Cholera Campaign,” from the fact that that clisease, 
which had buta few months before appeared in the United 
States, broke out in General Scott’s command, at Rock 
Island, Ill., and raged with great viclence and fatality. 
With a force of medical officers reduced by death and 
disease, General Finley, by his own personal efforts and 
energetic action, broke up the epidemic and saved the 
Army from destruction, for which service he received the 
official thanks of General Scott. As medical director in 
the field with General Jesup during the Florida war 
(1836 to 1838). As medical director in the field with 
the army of invasion in Mexico, under General Zachary 
Taylor, in 1846, accompanying the army to Monterey. 
As medical director in the field with the army of occu- 
pation in Mexico, under General Scott. After landing 
our troops at Vera Cruz, the yellow fever broke out 
among them, and General Finley, though medical di 
rector in the ficld, was detained at Vera Cruz by order 
of General Scott, probably because of his long experience 
with that disease. Although prostrated with the fever 
himself for a time, he was successful in preventing it 
from becoming epidemic. In view of this and other ser- 
vices the committee recommend the passage of the bill, 
H. R. 3867, giving Mrs. Fiuley a pension.

‘* Your committee are not at all disposed to look with 
leniency upon habjts of intemperance in a naval officer, 
nor are they inclined to permit such as have been guilty 
of it to escape its merited consequences. But there are 


to restore the offender, after he has been given an op- 
portunity in which to demonstrate his appreciation of 
his error, and has furnished evidence of permanent re- 
form. By reference to Tracy’s record, it appears that 
et the time of his retirement he had been in the service 
nineteen years, and that he was found upon two exami- 
nations to be mentally and professionally qualified for 
promotion. This fact suggests whether sound policy 
does not render it proper to restore him to active duty, 
if it can be done with every probability of his not re- 
lapsing into his former weakness, and by this means re- 
tain in the service the advantages of his experience 
and knowledge, all of which have been acquired at the 
expense of the Government. Your committee think it 
does, and, under all the circumstances, are of the opin 

ion that Lieut.-Comdr. Tracy should be restored to the 
active list of the Navy, but not to the position he would 
have occupied hadfhe not been retired. Justice to those 
officers who have maintained their standing without in- 
terruption, requires that Lieut.-Comdr. Tracy should 
take his place at the foot of the active list of lieutenant-

The Committee on Naval Affairs, to whom was re- 
ferred the bill (H. R. 846) for the relief of retired offi- 
cers of the Navy, have fully examined the same, and 
report it back with the recommendatiou that it do pass. 
They say ‘‘ the practical effect of the passage of this 
bill is to give one officer, Rear-Admiral Edward Middle- 
ton, the retired pay of bis grade.” . . . ‘*Hadhe 
not reached the age of sixty-two for two months, he 
would have been promoted to the grade of reer-admiral 
on the active list, as he stood at the head of the list of 
commodores. Congress, in 1876, recognizing the marked 
fidelity and conscientious sense of duty of this officer, 
passed a special act intended as a recognition of his 
services, and in compliance with this act he was pro- 
moted from the grade.of commodore to the grade of 
rear-admiral on the retired list of the Navy, but failed 
to receive the substantial benefit of this act because of 
the fact that the department held that under the act he 
was entitled to the promotion, but not necessarily to tLe 
pay, as the act did nct in words so state.

THE STATE TROOPS. 


REVIEW OF THE TWELFTH N. Y. BY GEN. GRANT. 

Tue review of the 12th by Gen. Grant at Madisoa 
Square Garden on Wednesday, February 15, took place be- 
fore a large and brilliant audieace, and proved ia all its main 
features a complete success. Before detailing the eveuts of 
the evening we think it just to state that th» rauk and fie 
whom we were compelled on the vccision of the drill at the 
armory 0a February 10 to criticiss rather sharply oa severe] 
points did remark bly well on this occasion, especially in the 
manual, and to the manner in which they went throuzh 
their share of performance a great part of the success of 
the evening is due, 

Gen. Grant upon his arrival was conducted to his box by 
Col. Cruger and bis staff, the band playing “ Hail to the 
Chief.” The review we will only mention iu a general man- 
ner. The present was very good, and the march ia quick 
time creditable, while that in double time does not deserve 
the same praise, and in fact it would have been better bad it 
been omitted. The confusion during this, however, was 
mainly due to an inexperienced drum-major who did not 
know how to get his band out of the way in time to give the 
companies room for fair play. The drill exercises were in- 
itiated by a guard mounting which in its main features 
passed off smoothly and correctly. The oid officer of the 
day, whose positiun is three yards to the right and one yard 
to the rear of the new officer of the day, was wrong in plac- 
ing himself to the left and rear of the latter, aud the first 
sergeants and supernumeraries were not properly put through 
their part of the performance. They marched off the ground 
too soon and without executing what is laid down on page 
368 of the Tactics, so far as it relates to their duties while 
the guard is passing in review. The new ofticer of the day, 
Capt. Burus, performed bis part we!l and looked every inch 
a soldier. The battalion was formed for drijlin about six 
minutes, and when it had been turned over Col. Croger 
began with a well performed advance by the flank in column 
of companies, then formed close column of division to the 
left, broke it into column of fours by the command divisions 
right forward fours right, and marched the column of fours 
around the hall with generally well kept distances, and 
ander some difficulty to preserve the step, on account of an 
inconveniently loud echo, Then came an advance in 
battalion front with good alignments, a march in column of 
fours by the flank of divisions, formation of column of fours, 
wheeling them into line, and more advances in battalion 
front, all repeatedly and reasonably well performed, fol- 
lowed by on left close column of division, which was faulty, 
becsuse the Ist division went too far. Left oblique in column 
of divisions, fours right about, divisious’ right forward fours 
right, and wheeling into line by fours, were well enough 
executed and do not require criticis:n, but from this point a 
change for the worse became apparent ia the manveuvres. 
The tirst captain when executing a close cvlamu on first di- 
vision right in front dressed Lis command to the right, which 
was wrong. but was happily not followed by the other cap- 
tains. Deployment on first division was next, the fours 
wheeled about in doubie time. formed line and some more 
marching in battalion front took place. In forming close 
column on fourth division right in front while the battalion 
was at support arms ths fourth divisio: remuined at sup- 
port arms because the captain did not command well. and he 
brought the men to a carry by command two that effect, which 
was also wrong. The captain iu command of tle first divis- 
ion made the most mistakes, and even succeeded in some 
anaccountable manner to shift the position of his company 
from the tirst to the second place ia line. In some instances 
ofticers would persist in goi.g wrong with their commands, 
even when their positions were pointed out to them by the 
tield officers in the plaiaest minuer. [a a few instinces the 
guides were wrong ; we noticed one on the line where there 
was a marker opposite the flink of his company; still as a 
whole they performed their duties tolerably well. Right of 
companies rear into column, for whith we were anxiously 
waiting came at last, and to our reyret we have to record it 
as another failure—this time through the fau't of the second 
company, which went in every direction except the right 
one, and how it got at last iuto position nobody can tell. 

Col. Cruger conducted the drill in a cool manner, gave his 
commands distinctly and looked handsome and military. 
Dre«s parade, which concluded the exerc ses, requires uo 
further mention than that it was well performed and that the 
manual was executed in a precise manner. When the mili- 
tary part of the performance was over all the non-commis- 
sioned officers were marched to the front and centre, and 
Col. Cruger was presented by them with his portrait, the 
speech for the occasion being made by Col. Gildersleeve, who, 
of course, delivered it in a handsome manner, and Col. 
Cruger, alihough not accustomed to public speaking, madea 
neat and sppropriate reply. 

The 12th combined the presentation of marksman’s badges 
Friday evening, February 10, with a series of exerci-es, in 
full dress, preparatory to its review at Madison Square 
Garden, described above. There was a fair attendance, 
with Col. Cruger in command. The battalion was promptly 
formed, and the first movement was the inevitab!e march in 
column of fours around the hall. The alignments and dis- 
tances were as a rule correct, but the command was too large 
for the hall, and the men had no chance to stepout. The 
manual which followed, although far from perfect, showed 
great improvement since we last saw the regiment drill 
together, yet there is still too much unsteadiness. The 
badges were next presented to the 69 marksmeu, among 
whom Sergeant T. J. Dolan, of Co, F, enjoys the proud dis- 
tinction of being the champion marksman of the National 
Guard, an honor won at Creedmoor by the three handsome 
scores of 45, 47, and 46, at 200 and 500 yards. Adj. Murphy, 
in handing the sergeant bis badge. made an appropriate 
speech, stating that 10 winning the champion badge of the 
State for two consecutive years he had established a record of 
which the whole regiment could justly be proud and which 
every member of it should try to emulate. 

The marksmen business being disposed of, the companies 
marched out of the hall to make room for the guard mount 
drill which was next on the programme. The guard con- 
sisted of details of four files from each company, aud as the 
drill had been previously rehearsed several times it passed 
off very creditably so far ae it went, the performance ceasing 
with the march ia review before the officer of the day. The 
whole ceremony was repeated twice, because, on «ccoun! of 
tbe noise of the drums, the commands could not be bear, 
and the wheel into liue after the first review turned out a 
fadure. The sergeant-major in giving the command to 
count fours should be on the right of the guard instead of 
half way io its front and centre, and the men should keep 
their ears open to catch the command of the adjutant, so as 


‘to avoid a repetition of a parade rest as abominable as the 


one in this case. These were the only points in the guard 
mounting affair which we had occasion to criticize. The 
more important part, the relieving of the old guard, posting 
| of sentries, and their instruction, etc., was omitted, Guard 
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mounting drill being concluded. the command formed for 
drevs parade. The formation, etc., went off as regularly as 
clockwork. and the reanual was fairly executed ; but during 
the sounding off the un«teadiness of the meu while at parade 
rest became so general that the colonel called attention to ic, 
and ordered the musicto beat off again. Some improve- 
ment was made, but the besring of the men during this 
second performance was still far from satisfactory, and again 
when the adjutant gave the command to dismiss the parade 
there were men all along the line who at once went through 
all sorts of free and easy motions. This unsteadiness was 
observed through all the performances of the evening, and 
is a matter which deserves the severest censure, particularly 
if it is considered that the observance of silence and a steady 
military bearing under arms does not involve any such 
elaborate training as do some of the mechanical parts of 
drill, and for which if awkwardly performed an excuse might 
be found, but depends entirely on the good will and proper 
spirit of the individual members of the regiment. After the 
parade Co. H presented their former Ist Lieut. W. V. King, 
who was lately elected captain of Co. K. with a sect of reso- 
Intions stating their regret at his loss and the appreciation in 
which his former company still holds him. 


Sxevents New Yorx—Cou. Emmons Ciark.—Battalion 
drills opened in the 7th on Thursday evening, February 9th, 
with Companies A, B and I, equalized into 6 commands of 
12 files each, under command of Colonel Clark. The batta- 
lion having been formed and turned over by the Adjutant. 
the Colonel opened and closed ranks and then commenced 
the drill with a march in column of fours, which he wound 
up with a short double time previous to formation of line. 
This was followed by column of fours break from the right 
to march to the left, which could not be called a well per- 
furmed movement, beceuse too much distance was lost, all 
the Captains. with exception of the one in command of the 
left company, being too slow in moving their coramands ror- 
ward. This fault wns corrected to a considerable extent 
when the same moveinent was executed from the left. On 
right into line wou!d have been a good movement if, instead 
of marching the companies close to the alignment, they had 
been halted three vards from it, as Jaid down in par. 420, 
Upton’s Tactics. During a march in line down the hall, two 
companies (one in each wing) broke simultaneously into col- 
umn of fours to pass obstacles. which, as well as the resump- 
tion of their places in line, was handsomely done, Centre for- 
ward fours left and right, had to be repeated several times, 
because the leading four of the left wing did at first not ob- 
liqne three yards to the left. After being wheeled into col 
umn of companies the battalion marched around the hall, 
the companies wheeling in good shape, but during this 
movement no markers came out to indicate the wheeling 
point. a defect we noticed in all movements of the kind per 
furmed during the evening. After wheeling the companies 
into line with rather too much loss of distances, the battalion 
broke by companier from rizbt to left, and now the Captains 
who bad been too slow in breaking to the left by column of 
fours committed just the opposite error hy marching their 
companies forward before the preceding commands arrived 
opposite their left, and thus spoiled the beauty of the move- 
ment. Iu forming line from column of companies on the 
right or left, or to the front, the guides, with exception of 
the one of the 6th company, were invariably too slow, a re- 
mark which may be applied to the larger part of the move- 
ments of the evening where promptness in placing them- 
selves on the line was required on the part of the gu des. 
They also showed themselves deficient in knowledge of their 
duties when wheeled into line in double time, and the Colo- 
nel had to do considerable talking before the movement 
could be performed smoothly and promptly. The faulty 
way in which the companies performed left front into line 
when the command was given the first time was evidently 
due to a misunderstanding of the command, and we will, 
therefore, pss it over without criticiam. When repeated it 
was well executed, as was also a left front into line. which 
next followed. An advance of the battalion by the flank of 
subdivisions looked well, and formation of line from column 
of companies by two movements was a)xo very well executed, 
Right of companies rear into column was a failure, its usu«! 
fate; yet why this should he so is a mystery, as it is one of 
the easiest as well as one of the most beautiful move 
ments of the Tactics. There were many movements, such as 
marches in column of fovrs and column of companies, wheels, 
formations of line to the front, right and left, marches in 
double column, short marches in double line, etc., which 
were all well performed, and which do not require to be 
specially mentioned. The drill closed with a double time in 
column of companies and wheel into line, which had to be 
repeated several times before the Commanding officer could 
bring the gnides down to the proper performance of their 
duties, in which, to tell the truth, he only succeeded par- 
tially, sore of them seeming incapable of comprehending 
that at the command inarch they had to stand fast. 

The drill, which in spite of the above criticism was a good 
one, was characterized by a general rustiness on the part of 
both company officers and gnides, and a want of proper snap 
and vim in most of the movements, a deficiency which, we 
trust, will wear off before the end of the season. 


New Yorx.—Assemblyman Murphy presents a bil! to the 
New York Legislature which is intended te deprive Governor 
Cornell of the power to make further reductions of the Na- 
tional Guard. The bill is as follows: The National Guard of 
the State of New York shall consist of the present raiformed 
militia and such volunteers as shall enroll themselves or en- 
list therein. The present divisions, brigadee, regiments, 
battalions, troops, batteries, and companies shall remain as 
now entablizhed, subject, however, to any law hereafter 
enacted to alter, divide, consolidate, transfer. or disband the 
same, or to create new organizations, provided that the ag 
gregate force of the same, in time of peace, fully armed, 
uniformed, and equipped, shall not exceed the number of 
20,000 non-commissioned officers, musicians (exclusive of 
musicians organized into bands not enlisted), and privates; 
but the Commander-in-Chief shall have power in case of wer, 
insurrection, or invasion, or in imminent danger thereof, to 
increase the force beyond the said 20,000 and organize the 
same #8 the exigencies of the service may require.

PrennsyLvaniA.—G. O. 2, February 8, 1882, announces the 
result of an inspection of the several companies of the 13th 
regiment by Col. Boies in January last.

Highest 
possible credit, 1000, Total credit for Co. 4, 893 4; Co. B 
770.6 ; Co, C, 833.4; Co. D, 809 ; Co. E, 839 9 ; Co. F, 732.5; 
Co. G, 5951; Co. H, 7159. The state of discipline is shown 
by these summaries less the deductions for absence as 
follows : Deduction in Co. B, 12.5; Co. C, 25: Co. D, 12.5; 
Co. H, 57 5. 

Strength of regiment present and absent, 455 ; present at 
inspection, 321. In this reapect Co. E was the best, having 
52 present out of a total of 59, or a percentage of 61.7 ; Co. 
F lowest, having but 29 present out of a total of 50, or 40.6 
per cent. 

From October 1, 1881, to February 1, 1882, the following 
changes have taken place: Two captains, three first and two 
second lieutenants have been commissioned, and nine ser- 
geants and fifteen corporais have been warranted. The regi- 
ment has lost two captains, oue by resignation, one deceased; 
three lieutenants by resignation, and one sergeant discharged 
by action of his company. 

Certain elements in the militia look at the somewhat 
stricter enforcement of the rules of discipline which has of 
late been instituted with aversion, but the authorities being 
determined to carry out their programme of reform, the 
Pennsylvania forces stand a fair chance of improvement. 

Gen. Snowden lately stated that the State of Pennsylvania 
did not appropriate $220,000 a year for men to dress them- 
selves in fancy uniforms aud go on a lark. He remarked : 
‘*There are men in our ranks, or have been inthe ranks, 
who say that when they joined they did so for fun ; failing 
to get it they resigned. Now, thatisa high compliment to 
the disciplinary force of our officers,” Col. Dechart, of the 
2d regiment, says that where men have resigned who say 
they cannot afford the time to give to drills their places have 
been ‘tilled with good men. He is of the opinion that disci- 
pline in its mildest form is exercised, and if soldiers are un- 
willing to come under it there is no room for them at this 
time in the Nativnal Guard of the State.

Durino the past week elections have been held in the 5th 
and 6th regiments of Infantry, and in both cases new officers 
have been chosen and the old ones who formerly held the 
positions have been set aside, As predicted iu your columns, 
Capt. Wm. A. Bancroft has been elected colonel of the 5th 
regiment of Infantry. The choice is an excellent one, and 
the officers of the 5th have shown that they desire to im- 
prove the tone of the service, as the change is in the righ. 
direction. Capt. Bancrof¢ is quite a young man, was born in 
Groton, Mass., in 1855. He fitted for Harvard College at 
Phillip’s Academy, Exeter, N. H., and entered Harvard in 
1874, graduating in 1878; immediately entered Harvard 
Law School, from which he recently graduated. While at 
Harvard he joined the militia as a private, in June, 1875, 
and won his way through the various grades to captain in 
1879. Capt. Bancroft is well known as being the most 
successful captain the Harvard crew ever had, and his crew 
is noted for its large number of victories. He is quite an 
enthusiast on military matters, and I look for a good regi- 
ment, both in morale and drill, under his command. 

Major Smith M. Decker, elected tq the colonelcy of the 








6th regiment of Infantry, will make a wide awake, go ahead, 
commanding officer, and good resu'ts may be looked for. 

Mejor Alonzo Richardson, elected to the lieutenant- 
coloneley of the 5th, is a veteran, and is an experienced 
military officer. Capt. John L. Curtis, promoted major, a 
good officer, and will prove of valuable assistance to Col. 
Bancroft. He has been in the militia service for over ten 
years. In the 6th regiment Major Greene has been 
moted to the lieutenant-colonelcy. He is a veteran so ” 
and has much experience in military affairs. Capts. Chas. 
F. Woodwerd and J. W. Bride, both elected majors (12 com- 
pany regiments), are well spoken of by their associates, 

In looking over the list of field officers elected in both the 
5th and 6th regiments it must be admitted that great ch: 
have been made, and that on the whole they are a vast

Major A. ©, Wellington, of the Ist regiment of infantry, 
who was mustered out by the decision of the Supreme Court, 
has been re-elected by a unanimous vote, 8 deserved compli- 
ment to a most worthy ofticer. 

The election fur brigadiers to fill vacancics in the 1st and 
2d Brigades will be held very soon, and the contest 
to be asharp one, Col. Peach’s friends claim that he will be 
elected, as he has more than enough wo elect him, 
count five votes in the 8th, two in the 9th, and two in the 
5th, allowing Major Merrill the cavalry and artillery, tvo in 
the 9th and two in the 5th.

Gov. Long evidently does not agree to the decision of 
Adjt.-Gen. Berry in refusing the members of Co. A, 9th 
regt., permission to attend the funeral of one of their com- 
rades. A similar case took place in Co. H, 9th regiment, and 
the captain forwarded his request to the Governor, which 
was promptly granted. 

The military committee of the Legislature evidently do not 
feel very friendly to the Adjt.-General, and Colonel Rice, a 
veteran, chairman of the committee on part of the House, 
spoke in rather plain terms to the not very popular officer, 

The veterans have asked the Legislature to pass a law 
allowing them to hold an encampmest on the State muster 
field. Everybody believes it should be granted except the 
Adjutant-General, who appeared before the military com- 
mittee and opposed it. What reasonable objection there can 
be in allowing the veterans of the war to assemble under 
the control of the G. A. R., on the State camp ground at 
Framingham, and have a good time. your correspondent is 
unable to see. Goud feeling would be promoted, and the 
expense would be but little. In antagonizing the G. A. B., 
Gen. Berry made a mistake. 

It is unfortunate for Col. Peach that he is so close to the 
Adjt.-General, other wise his election would not be questioned. 

Ex-Surgeon Forster, of 5th regiment, also . J. A In- 
galls, are named for staff positions in case Col. Peach is 
premoted. 

Toe Springfield (Mass.) Republican states that a man in 
that city claims one of the oldest shooting instraments in 
this country.

Wisconstn.—On Wednesday, Feb. 1, the officers of the 
militia met at Madison, pursuant to a call of the adjutant- 
general, to consider and discuss the status of the Wisconsin 
National Guard and adopt points for a bill to be presented 
to the Legislature for the improvement of the condition of 
that State military system. 

The following are the most important points of the bill 
agreed upon: The State shall purchase wall tents and 
equipage for 400 men, and furnish transportation to. 





from encampments, The men shall receive from the Btate 
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#1 per day for rations while in camp, to be paid to the com- 
manding officer of each company. Uniform fund to be pay- 
able on inspection returns, instead of on encampaient re- 
turns. Battalions shall consist of any namber of companies 
over three and up to eight, and regiments of eight companies 
and over. The maximum number of men to be taken into 
camp shall be 75 for each company. 

During a lively discuss'on which took place previously to 
the adoption of the bill, the chairman, Col. Bouck, of the 
2d Battalion, said: ‘‘The real question to be put to the 
Legislature is, ‘Do you want a good National Guard, or do 
you not?’ And if they say they do, it is then for us to say 
what is necessary to have a good one. A good militia cannot 
be kept up or. company organization alone; there must be 
hattelion or regimental! drills and encampments. It is easy 
to form companies and get citizens to clothe them ; but soon 
the novelty wears away and the companies die, as he had 
reen scores of splendid companies do. Prizes only engen- 
dered bad fecling and fostered mere fancy drilling, and not 
the manly movements of troops. There is very little in a 
com on for either show or service. Battalion or regi- 
meu ill does the work. If the Legislature wants a good 
National Guard, they must give us the power to make one. 
The men give their time and their work all the year around, 
and this dollar a day for actual encampment is as paltry a 
recompense for actual money out as can be thought of.” 

The meeting was attended by officers of all the organiza- 
tions of the State.

Fintnc on Escarinc Prisonens.—On this subject an 
Army oflicer of long service writes as follows: 

My Dear A, and N.: Your remarks on pp. 626 and 530, 
concerving firing on an cscaping prisoner, recalls some of 








my own experiences. (I think it just as well to air this mat- 
ter, for if anything is to be gained it will only be by ham- 
mering.) I once had the honor of commanding one of the 
worst convict posts of the Army. I had then more years 
before me to fight the matter out than I now have. I had 
every sentinel tned who permitted a prisoner to escape, and 
the amount of money that the Soldiers’ Home got from that 
post has enabled the President to have his summer residence 
there. If that post still continued under my administration, 
and I was still young, the administration of the Home would 
not, as now, have to refuse the reception of many worthy 
cases, 

ymething that told well for the honesty of purpose he 
where the 


the sentivels was that I do not remember a cas* 
sentinel sent a perfunctory bullet after an escaping prisoner. 
So, up would come the sentinel to the bar, plead * guilty;” 
court was then closed. and, after mature deliberation, some 
imprudent young ofticer would ask, ‘* Yes, but what if he 
had shot him:” the seniors would frown, shake their heads, 
and say, ‘It is a very serious offence to let a prisoner escape, 
a very serious military offence, indeed;” and the sentinel 
w:8 subjected to a heavy forfeiture. and to such corporeal 
punishment as the court might declare. Now, Col. Henry 
has my respect as an officer snd an authority, but his in- 
structions are as mine were: The sentinel should and must 
fire, and is to be punished if he doesn't. But nothing is said 
about his firing and killing his man. This is the sentinel’s | 
business, not Henry's nor the commanding officer's ; but, at 
lea-t, the colonel should have vouchsafed the poor sentinel a 
reference to Cuvier Grover, ard others of the same expe- 
rience, for advice in what will, in nine cases in ten, follow. 
Au old officer friend of mme thought once to elicit from 
competent antority definite instructions in this matter. It 
went up thronsh headquurters of the department, without 
reproof, and in due time my friend got hia answer. Aston- 
i-Ling as it may seem, he was not referred to Henry's Cate- 
chism by the Adjtant-General, but a little fine writing was 
indulged in (that’s cheap, you know). He was told that the 
War Department did not settle supposititious cases (the case 
on which advice was asked was a real one), and that when a 
case actualy occurred it waa supposed that the commanding 
officer's knowledge should be sufficient to meet it. My friend 
was overreached, for what commanding officer dare proclaim 
ignorance. So the inquirer put his tongue in his cheek and 
remarked, quietly, “A very graceful way to acknowledge the 
problem beyond their powers.” Let me answer your corre- 
spondent: Yes; Col. Henry’s directions are very much modi- 
fied | v the necessities that the surrounding community may 
have for a soldiery. A civil community is always outraged 
by l« execution of any law not their own (with the average 
American citizen his nation’s laws are not his), and whether 
the +entinet be bung or not will depend on every other ele- 
ment sooner than on written law, on the assistance he may 
git from a war department, or from the national judiciary. 
A ; ost commander's orders to a sentinel to shoot an escaping 
convict are like Jeff. Davis’ orders to Col. Sumner in Kansas: 
“*\ t, and if it inures to the popularity of Pierce's adminis- 
tration, ours is the credit; if it result unpopularly, off goes 
your head to appease public wrath.” P. C. 

G. M. asks: Ist. How are appointments to the Navy as 
assistant paymasters obtained? 2d. What are the duties of 
such officers? 3d. I1»w do paymasters rank with regard to 
other officers aboard ship? To what ‘“mess” do they 
belong?

A. G. M. asks: Under what conditions can colors be taken 
from a commind? Ans.—The question is an interesting but 
a difficult one. ‘There is no law on the subject in our Army, 
nor, 89 far as we can discover, in the army of Great Britaia. 








We cannot recall any case in point in our Regular Army. 
Two cases occurred in volunteer regiments during the Rebel- 
lon where colors were taken away for cause. To these we 
shall refer hereafter. At the Headquarters of the Army, we 
understand, the question was under consideration some tim e 
since, but nothing resulted, possibly owing to the lack of 
authorities. 

VeTerans ask: 1. What are the amounts of pension al - 
lowed men for the different classes of disability, and what 
constitutes the differeut classes of disability?

The rates 
of pension can be obtained by application to the Commis - 
sioner of Pensions, Washington, D.C. 2. No. 3. Yes. 

D. H. K. asks: ‘‘ What is the correct date of President 
Madison’s proclamation declaring war against Great Britain ? 
Some give June 17 and others June 18, 1812." Ans.—June 
18, 1812. 

N. L. B. asks: If a soldier with his belts and side arms on 
coming into a room where there is a commissioned officer 
uncovers or salutes without uncovering? ANs.—Upton in 
par. 799 directs that in doors unarmed soldiers uncover and 
stand to attention, and that in all other cases they salute 
without uncovering as just prescribed, i. ¢., with sword or 
bayonet in the scabbard they salute with the hand. 

A CORRESPONDENT from the National Guard asks : When 
fours are broken to the rear and the command is given, 
‘+ rear fours right or left front into line, double time, march, 
does the entire company come to the right shoulder or only 
the rear fours, the company being at a carry?"’ Ans.—The 
command being only addressed tothe fours concerned it 
does not affect the company, which remains at the carry. 

Mepicus asks: 1. Where and during what months does the 
Board of Examiners meet to examine applicants for position 
of Asst.-Surgeon in the U. 8S. Navy? 2. During what months 
is the Army Board iu session? Ans.—1. The Board meets 
on the Ist of March next, at the Naval Hospital, Philadel- 
phia, Pa.

Hawkes, of Wisconsin, to be 3d Lieut. in R. M. S., re- 
cently confirmed by the Senate, w:s made at all, and why 
the vacancy was not reserved for the examination of candi- 
dates for the rank of Cadet in the U. 8. R. M. 8. Ans.—Lt. 

B.. Hawkes, of Marine Service, was not now appointed 
from civil life. He has been eight years in service as 3d 
Lieut., and is now promoted and confirmed as a 2d Lieut.
